Buzzie Bavasi, who helped spearhead the effort to bring Major League Baseball to San Diego and 
served as the Padres’ first president, and Jerry Coleman, the voice of the Padres for the last 29 years, have 
been elected to the Padres Hall of Fame. Padres President and CEO Larry Lucchino made the announce- 
ment. Bavasi and Coleman will be inducted in a pre-game ceremony on Saturday, August 18. 

The Padres Hall of Fame, which honors players, coaches and executives who have contributed to the 
organization's growth and success since San Diego broke into the major leagues in 1969, was created in 1999 
as part of the club’s 30th anniversary celebration. The inaugural class of Padres Hall of Famers included left- 
handed pitcher Randy Jones, first baseman Nate Colbert and owner Ray Kroc. Outfielder Dave Winfield was 
inducted last year. 

Both Bavasi and Coleman received 75 percent of the votes from a 24-member committee of media, club 
officials and fans, who use rules based on those necessary to be elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame. 
Eventually, the San Diego Padres Hall of Fame will be housed at San Diego's new ballpark, scheduled to open 
in 2003. 

The final voting results for 2001, with a minimum of 18 votes required for election: Buzzie Bavasi, 18; 
Jerry Coleman, 18; Rollie Fingers, 8; Ozzie Smith, 8; Garry Templeton, 5; Dick Williams, 4; Steve Garvey, 3; 
Rich Gossage, 3; Gene Richards, 3; Eric Show, 3; Mark Davis, 1. 


BUZZIE BAVASI 


Already a veteran of nearly 30 years in the game, Bavasi joined C. Arnholt 
| Smith's effort to attract a National League franchise to San Diego in 1967 and, after 
~ | securing a team, served as the Padres’ first president from the birth of the franchise 
4 until 1977. 

The 86-year-old, who today makes his home in La Jolla, was one of baseball's 
most-respected and best-liked executives for more than four decades. He began his 
| career in baseball with the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1939, serving the organization in vari- 
| ous capacities. Following a stint in the military as an infantry machine gunner from 
1943-46, Bavasi served as General Manager of the Dodgers’ Triple-A club in Montreal. 
In 1951, he was appointed Vice President and General Manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers, a post he main- 
tained through the club’s move to Los Angeles until he resigned to join the effort to bring the major leagues 
to San Diego. 


JERRY COLEMAN 


Entering his 29th season as the voice of the Padres, Coleman, 76, still stirs 
loyal fans across the region with his patented “Oh Doctor!” and “Hang a Star” calls, 
trademarks of Padres broadcasts since 1972. In 1999, celebrating 50 years in baseball, 
Coleman was honored by the Padres who retired a jersey in honor of his contributions 
not only to the club but also to the San Diego community. 

Coleman's distinguished broadcasting career includes stops with the Yankees 
and Angels, as well as 22 seasons calling the CBS Radio Network's Game of the Week. 
Coleman, who left the broadcast booth in 1980 to become the Padres' field manager 
for one season, played on six World Series clubs in nine seasons (1949-57) with the 
New York Yankees, a key member of the greatest dynasty in baseball history. The second baseman made 
his big league debut in 1949, earning Associated Press Rookie of the Year honors. The following season, 
Coleman was an American League All-Star and the World Series Most Valuable Player, as the Yanks swept 
the Phillies in four straight games. 

Coleman, whose playing career was twice interrupted when he was called upon to serve the United 
States as a Marine pilot in World War Il and Korea, retired with a lifetime .263 batting average, 16 home runs 
and 217 RBI in 723 games. 

His distinguished military service record includes 120 missions and two Distinguished Flying Crosses, 13 
Air Medals and three Navy Citations.

Upon taking over the San Diego Padres in January, 1995, John Moores and Larry Lucchino made three commit- 
ments, the fundamental obligations of ownership. These tenets have emerged as their blueprint, the definition 
of their era, called “The New Padres.” 


In Moores’ and Lucchino’s six years of leadership, the Padres have won two National League West cham- 
pionships, a National League pennant, and consistently set club attendance records. 

Moores and Lucchino inherited an 
organization that in 1994 had the worst 
record in Major League Baseball (47-70), 
the lowest attendance, the lowest sea- 
son ticket base, and lowest revenues. 
Baseball was in its longest strike. The 
stone was at the bottom of the hill. 

Their first move, a dramatic 12- 
player trade with Houston that landed 
Ken Caminiti and Steve Finley, laid the 
foundation for the next four years. Sign- 
ing veteran Fernando Valenzuela despite 
howls from critics who believed the 
move was merely to market to fans in 
Mexico proved savvy. The popular 
southpaw stymied experts with a 19-8 
stretch (from August, ‘95 through 1996) 
that ranked only behind John Smoltz 
and Greg Maddux in the majors. = 

The Padres were the most im- The Padres celebrate the 1998 National League championship. 
proved club in baseball in 1995, then 
named Kevin Towers General Manager and added Wally Joyner and Rickey Henderson. The 1996 Padres won 
the division title in a thrilling season-ending final weekend showdown in Los Angeles against the hated Dodg- 
ers. 


In 1997, Lucchino managed to acquire the rights to Japanese pitching star Hideki Irabu. Then he and 
Towers traded those rights (and some minor leaguers) to the Yankees for $3 million, plus centerfielder Ruben 
Rivera and right-hander Rafael Medina. When the ‘97 club regressed due to inadequate pitching, Lucchino and 
Towers engineered a trade of Medina and first baseman Derrek Lee to the Florida Marlins for Kevin Brown, who 
would become the ace of the 1998 club, which not only won the club’s second division title in three years, but 
the second National League pennant in Padres history. 

Although Brown, Finley, and Caminiti spurned offers to stay and pursued greener pastures as free agents 
after 1998, the club continued to invest in pitching, signing sensational closer Trevor Hoffman through 2003. 
The club also extended the contracts of pitchers Andy Ashby, Sterling Hitchcock, Woody Williams, and Dan 
Miceli, among others. A major league high 14-game winning streak in mid-season, 1999, kept the club in the 
thick of the pennant race through July, but a late season fade triggered changes on the baseball side. Lucchino 
and Towers created a comprehensive plan to sustain a competitive club while building a solid foundation for the 
future. The plan: 


1. Ewaluate baseball staff infrastructure and rebuild it. 

2. Invest in scouting and player development. 

3. Acquire and develop talented youth, especially pitching. Stockpile arms. 

4. Stockpile arms to the point that you can trade pitching for bats. 

5. Evaluate young major league talent and sign key players to long-term contracts. 


As part of the plan, highly regarded executive and former All-Star Ted Simmons was added as Vice Presi- 
dent/Scouting and Player Development. Bill Bryk was named Special Assistant to the General Manager and 
Minor League Field Coordinator. The club added Bill Clark, a leader in international scouting for the Atlanta 
Braves. And Tye Waller was promoted to Director of Player Development. 

Also following the plan, the club traded Ashby for three young pitchers: Adam Eaton, Steve Montgomery 
and Carlton Loewer, and acquired another young arm, Brian Meadows, for Miceli. The club signed young Matt 
Clement to a long-term deal, then Ryan Klesko soon thereafter. 
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The 2000 Padres reflected the new plan. Young players filled the field. By May 13, 2000, the club had 
dropped 10 games below .500 (13-23). Some matured and prospered, such as Adam Eaton and Kevin Walker. 
Some faltered and departed. Starting May 14, the club improved the rest of the way, playing exactly .500 (63- 
63) through the end of the season. If the players continue to mature, the team will continue to improve. 

Padres fans have responded to the team’s success and to Moores’ and Lucchino’s direct, honest plans to 
build a club that is a perennial competitor. More than 2 million have attended each of the last five seasons, a 
club record. Even two straight was a record. More than 2.4 million have attended each of the last three years, 
another club record. The season ticket base has doubled to more than 12,000 from the 5,081 (last in the 
majors) they inherited after the 1994 season. 


The New Padres have improved the atmosphere, ambiance, and entertainment at their home stadium. 


Just before the 1995 season began, Larry Lucchino added palm trees in 
the outfield and John Moores added Dugout Seats behind home plate. Players started an annual tradition by 
personally greeting fans at the gates Opening Day. 
S ¢ CHRISTION ¢ wm i Later, the club became the first to post the speed of 

j each pitch on the scoreboard. The club also estab- 
lished good will ambassadors, the Pad Squad, to pro- 
vide proactive public relations and a personal touch to 
fans young and old. Employees and fans conjured 
more than 100 ideas in 1995 to make the hospitality 
more intensive and the ambiance more welcoming. 


In 1996, the club added a new 
scoreboard in right field to provide details and scores 
of out-of-town games. The board was placed in play, 
creating irregular dimensions for the first time at the 
previously symmetrical stadium. A new Sony 
JumboTron board replaced the 1985 Diamond Vision 
video board. New premium seats, the Coaches Boxes, 
were added on the field beyond each dugout. The ring 
of concrete that surrounds the stadium—” Padres 
Street”—came to life with decorations, live entertain- 


ment, and new culinary options. 


Jack Murphy Stadium was dramatically enlarged in 1997 to accommodate the 
Super Bowl and the NFL's San Diego Chargers. A new Club Level, designed and oriented for football, created 
a somewhat upscale concourse (though a relative few new seats attractive for baseball). On May 20, the 
facility officially was renamed Qualcomm Stadium. 

The Padres installed a Pitcher’s Board on the left field wall which presented the pitch speed and added for 
the first time the type of pitch and a cumulative pitch count. A new Sony JumboTron over third base arrived 
in August to have screens in each end zone for football. 

The popular Swinging Friar insignia, revived in 1996 after 11 years in moth balls, came to life in 1997 as 
the club's official mascot. 


In 1998, the club created a “Kids Cor- 
ner” seating section catering to children in the loge level of 
right field. A “Kids Zone” on Padres Street (near Gate K—for 
Kids) introduced new interactive games and family entertain- 
ment. The Padres led an effort to upgrade the Field Level 
Concourse, where they added the successful “Hot Corner” 
food court near Third Base. Staff member Chip Bowers made 
the suggestion to use the song “Hells Bells” by rock band AC/ 
DC upon star reliever Trevor Hoffman's entrance, and a stun- 
ning tradition of Padres pandemonium was born. 

The future of ballpark ambiance, of course, brightened 
with the decisive victory November 3 in which San Diegans 
voted by a landslide (60 percent to 40 percent) to create a new 
downtown neighborhood by the bay featuring a San Diego- 
style ballpark. The redevelopment project, 26 blocks near the 
Gaslamp District and Convention Center, is the largest under-

taken in the city’s history, and calls for a beautiful ballpark that looks and feels like San Diego. Intimacy, ambi- 
ance, and sight lines are key themes to the park’s design. 


STILL MORE IN 1999: Another popular food court, “Murphy's” was added just off Padres Street. “Bud 
Beach” brought life to a previously dark corridor inside the left-field wall. “A Walk in the Park: Destination 
2002” was a large, New Ballpark display on Padres Street. Each day, a child was selected to come on the field 
before each game and announce “Play Ball!” The club, in honor of its 30! Anniversary in the National 
League, created a Padres Hall of Fame, honoring its first inductees: the late Ray Kroc, Cy Young Award Winner 
Randy Jones, and all-time home run leader Nate Colbert. A banner with Jerry Coleman's jersey and his 
trademark “star” commemorated the 50° anniversary of his major league debut (April 20, 1949). More 
beautiful banners depicting the members of baseball's 3,000-hit club adorned the stadium's light standards, 
and many of those stars delivered stirring video messages when Tony Gwynn’s 3,000 hit, achieved August 
6 in Montreal, was celebrated at home August 13. 


A BALLPARK EMERGES IN 2000: In 2000, the Padres, the City, and the Centre City Development 
Corporation (CCD) made the first physical progress on the new ballpark. The first building, a vacant SDG&E 
building east of 9'" Avenue just south of L Street, was demolished February 10, when a wrecking ball painted 
as a baseball smacked a painted portrait of a crouching catcher. Two days later, Hall of Famer and San Diego 
native Ted Williams gave the command to “raise the foul pole,” and the right field foul pole was erected just 
east of 9" Avenue and north of L Street. On March 16, the club unveiled plans to preserve the history of the 
Western Metal Supply Co. building, the left field backddrop. On April 1, San Diego's first-ever implosion was 
witnessed by an estimated crowd 15,000 and a local TV audience. On May 22, the City gave “notice to 
proceed,” and construction began May 23. On June 22, the club laid out the outfield dimensions. By August 
12, a second implosion concluded all demolition on the site. On October 2, however, with the ballpark 20% 
complete and with more than $193 million already invested, construction was halted pending the outcome of 
investigations and related litigation. The Padres and the City nevertheless hope to open the park in 2003. 


MEXICAN MARKETING: In 1995, the club expanded its marketing efforts to include Baja California. 
Moores and Lucchino staged the first ever Padres press conference in Tijuana their first week running the 
team. They arranged televised games in Mexico for the first time and donated funds to a Children’s Hospital 
under construction in Tijuana. 

They orchestrated a seminar with INS Commissioner Doris Meissner September 15 to study the border- 
crossing process, a rate-limiting step for fans in Mexico. On December 16, the club opened the Padres 
Baseball Store in Tijuana, the first major league merchandise store in Mexico. 

In 1996, after learning from Mexican fans that the largest impediments to attending Padres games were 
border delays, parking, and a depressed economy, the club introduced a landmark Sunday program to provide 
bus service and specially-priced tickets in association with the makers of Tecate Beer. “Domingos Padres 
Tecate” loaded 144 buses and delivered more than 15,000 paid fans to Sunday games in its first season. 

The Padres’ most dramatic effort in Mexico was the historic La Primera Serie in Monterrey, August 16-18,

1996, against the New York Mets. In the first regular season games ever played outside of the United States or 
Canada, the Padres won 2 of 3 games, and Mexican legend Fernando Valenzuela was the winning pitcher in the 
first game. 

In 1997, the club expanded its reach into Mexico with a 
club-record 42 games in Spanish on TV Azteca. Sunday games 
were live, and Thursday day games were replayed at night. 

In a grass-roots effort, the Padres built a ballfield for kids 
in Tijuana. The Little Padres Park, which bears the name of 
pitcher Andres Berumen, the first Tijuana native to play for the 
Padres, opened August 16, the first anniversary of the start of 
La Primera Serie 

On the baseball side, the club announced a new agree- 
ment December 17 with the Yucatan Leones of the Mexican 
Summer League to enable Mexican professional players to 
join the Padres and to enable Mexican amateurs to join the 
Leones via Padres tryout camps. 

On February 1, 1998, Tony Gwynn made his first appear- 
ance at the Padres Baseball Store and received a hero’s wel- 
come from thousands of fans. 

1998 was the first season in which Mexican fans could 
board the San Diego Trolley at the border and ride it directly to 
Qualcomm Stadium. Also in 1998, the Padres became the first 
team in major league sports to publish a complete media guide 
in a second language. The club’s Manual de Medios, identical 
to the English-language media guide, assisted members of the 
Mexican press corps in their coverage of the Padres. After the 
club’s grand pennant-winning season, the club produced an Emmy-Award winning season highlights video, “A 
Season of Heroes,” in English and in Spanish. 

Making history again in 1999, the Padres were tabbed by Major League Baseball to host the first Interna- 
tional Opener (La Apertura Internacional) in Monterrey, Mexico, Sunday, April 4. The game, against Colorado, 
was telecast in 210 countries. 

The club created a free, quarterly, Spanish-language newsletter, Noticias Padres, distributed north and 
south of the border. Also in 1999, the club had its first “Tell it to the Padres” session in Tijuana, featuring club 
executives and fans exchanging ideas at the club's store. 

In 1998 and 1999, the club grossed more than $1 million per year in revenue from tickets, merchandise, 
and sponsorship sold in Mexico. Overall, the club has grossed more than $3.48 million from Mexico in the five 
years of their effort. 

In 2000, the club created its Compadres de Mexico program, a specific effort that in its first year doubled 
the club's Mexican-fan database (from under 3,000 to more than 6,000) while presenting rewards and discounts 
to shoppers in the club’s Tijuana store. The program is a subdivision of the Compadres Program, described 
below. Another innovation in 2000 was the establishment of Padres games on Cablemas, Tijuana’s cable sys- 
tem. The result was a breakthrough to 142 telecasts live either on weekends on Televisa (12) or during the week 
on Cablemas. 

In 2001, the Padres expect to set another record with 145 games telecast in Mexico on Televisa (Saturdays 
and Sundays) and Cablemas (weekdays) and will return to play in Mexico for the third time in six years with a 
March 16 exhibition agains the 
Rockies in Culiacan. 


HAWAII AND BEYOND: 
The club expanded its effort west and 
made baseball history again in 1997 
with the Padres Paradise Series, the 
first regular season games ever 
played in Hawaii. The series against 
the St. Louis Cardinals April 19-20 
followed a day of extensive commu- 
nity interaction with children in 
schools and hospitals, and visits with 
military personnel. The Padres lost 
both ends of a doubleheader April 
19 before beating the Cardinals in a 
game televised nationally by ESPN 
on Sunday, April 20.

The club has also focused its marketing efforts northward since 1996. Each 
Friday night, North County Community Nights honor a particular town (and inspire a large group outing). 
Group sizes have ranged from 772 to 1,831. 

A Padres Baseball Store - complete with a sales 
office and ticket outlet - opened in Encinitas with a 
baseball festival November 23, 1996. The store has 
also celebrated Father’s Days with players, coaches, 
the mascot, and Pad Squad. 

In 1999, the club created a Market Research de- 
partment to focus particularly on this effort. As a re- 
sult, the club opened a Little Padres Park in Temecula 
in the fall of 1999, and acquired the Lake Elsinore Store 
as its Class A affiliate. The club also announced an- 
other Little Padres Park in southeastern Riverside 
County in 2001. 


The Padres initiated a 
major marketing effort with the Military in San Diego 
in 1995. The club brought in highly-decorated, retired The Padres’ Capt. Jack Ensch 
Navy officer “Captain Jack’ Ensch to advise and di- and Trevor Hoffman pose 
rect the effort.

The club restored the annual Navy vs, Marine Corps game at 
The Q, and instituted a variety of patriotic tributes to sailors and marines, veteran and 
active. Padres players have toured and slept overnight on Navy ships, and have soared 
in the best Top Gun planes. Season ticket holders have special options should they be 
reassigned during their stay in San Diego. In the “Padres at Sea” program, the club § 
sends copies of its telecasts to the military stationed throughout the world. And in one 
of the more heartwarming gestures, the club in 1998 contributed $100,000 to the estab- 
lishment of a statue, “The Homecoming,” at the waterfront downtown to welcome home 
sailors and marines. 


The & 
Padres broadened their marketing reach 
in 1997 by establishing the Channel 4 
Padres with Cox Communications. An- 
choring a cable channel designed to be- 
come a channel for San Diego, the Pa- -aag 
dres televised a record 125 games on the 
new station and added an extensive in- 
ventory of non-game programming. 
Hour-long pre-game shows, televised 
two-way talk shows, Padres Magazine 
shows, and in-depth interview shows 
brought far more baseball programming § 
than San Diegans had ever seen. The 
programming was part of basic cable $ 
throughout San Diego county, the most cable-penetrated county in the country (83%). The number of telecasts 
increased to 130 in 1998, 136 in 1999, 142 in 2000, and is expected to reach a record, 145, in 2001. 
In 1998, Channel 4 added a Spanish language version of weekend Padres games televised in San Diego 
county on Channel 64. They also received Cable Ace and Emmy Awards. In 1999, Channel 4 and the Padres 
won Emmy Awards for the 1998 season highlights, "A Season of Heroes.”

A Padres-record 145 games, including 5 Spring Training contests, will be televised live on 
Channel 4 Padres, as the club and Cox Communications celebrate the fifth anniversary of their 


unique partnership. Channel 4 Padres will again bring not only the excitement of live Padres play- 
by-play to the San Diego area but also other innovative Padres programming, such as One on One 
with Jane Mitchell and Padres Magazine, highlighting the franchise's work—both on and off the field. 
KUSI-TV will once again televise Sunday contests on Channel 51/Cable 9.

THE NEW PADRES (Cont. 


THE COMPADRES CLUB (A FREQUENT FRIAR PROGRAM): The Padres in 1996 became the first 
club in major league sports to introduce a rewards system for frequent attendance. A daily swipe of the free 
Compadres card records points for fans and demographic information for the Padres. The Compadres Club 
had 59,000 members in its first year, grew to 91,000 by the end of 1997, to 124,000 in 1998, to 142,000 in 1999. 
and to 160,000 in 2000. 


BASEBALL NIGHTS IM SAN OEGO: Starting in 1996, all Saturday nights have been been called 
“Baseball Nights in San Diego.” All fans receive high-end promotional gifts, and the club presents special 
entertainment before the games. 


SUNDAYS ARSE MIDS DAYS: Starting in 1995, Sundays are special for children. Kids run the bases 
after selected games. Other times, children can photograph players up close on the field before the game. On 
Super Kids Weekend in August, 1996, children handled many of the daily stadium operations responsibilities 
from selling scorecards and serving hot dogs to grooming the field and making public address announcements 
That event will be reprised in 2001. Starting in 1998, all fans 14 and under received special promotional 
giveaway items every Sunday. Also on Sundays, a “Little Star” is selected to announce a Padres player’s at 
bat during the game. Starting in 1999, the Padres have had a Fathers Day program in which parents and 
children play catch on the field after the game. 


“TO BE ACTIVE PARTICIPANTS IN THE COMMUNITY” 


Moores and Lucchino constructed a Community Relations Department from scratch in 1995, building it 
upon three pillars: children’s education, athletics, and health. The three programs that anchor these areas are 
the Padres Scholars, Little Padres Parks, and The Cindy Matters Fund. 


PADRES SCHOLARS: On June 21, 1995, the club introduced the landmark Padres Scholars program. 
Padres players and owners provide college scholarships for 25 middle schoolers 
each year. The players donate funds that ownership matches dollar for dollar. 
The sum, $125,000 annually, is awarded as $5,000 scholarships (plus accrued 
interest) to 25 academically talented, financially disadvantaged San Diego middle { Padres 

schoolers. The students must 

maintain high standards in aca- S h | 
demics and citizenship through- e Cc 0 ars 
out high school to receive the scholarship. The program is 
the first of its kind in professional sports. 
_ Since 1998, Qualcomm, Inc., has added 5 additional schol- 
arships. 

Through 2000, the program has awarded 165 children 
with scholarships including $750,000 contributed by the play- 
ers and owners. The students are now in grades 7, 8, 9, 10, 
11, 12, and college freshmen. While in middle school and 
high school, the students must remain members of AVID, Ad- 
vancement Via Individual Determination, an internationally 
renowned college preparatory curriculum that began in San 
Diego in 1980. 


LITTLE PADRES PARMS: On September 20, 1996, the 
Padres announced their intention to refurbish or build 60 base- 
ball fields for kids in the San Diego/Tijuana region. The 60 
Little Padres Parks (to honor the 60th anniversary of Padres 
baseball in 1996) include palm trees, manual scoreboards, 
and big league landscaping. Members of the community 
swamped the club with 120 nominations as soon as the pro- 
gram was announced. 

The club completed the first Little Padres Park at the Jackie Robinson Family YMCA, January 31, 1997, 
the birthday of the baseball hero who had broken baseball's color barrier 50 years before. As a result of the 
new field, a Little League has begun at the center. 

The second Little Padres Park was completed March 14, 1997, and named in honor of Padres minor 
leaguer Matt LaChappa in his hometown of Lakeside. The young southpaw suffered a pair of massive heart 
attacks while warming up in the bullpen at Single-A Rancho Cucamonga April 6, 1996, and has been recuper- 
ating ever since. He was able to throw out the ceremonial first pitch at the park's dedication. 

The third Little Padres Park was completed August 16, 1997 in Tijuana. The club named it in honor of the 
first Tijuana native to play for the Padres, right hander Andres Berumen. 

The club dedicated three more parks in 1998, the first at Recreation Park in Oceanside (April 4), followed 
by Cadman Elementary in Clairemont (May 29), and Point Loma Little League Field (September 18). 
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On September 20, 1996, the Padres announced their intention to refurbish or build 60 baseball fields 
for kids in the San Diego/Tijuana region. The 60 Little Padres Parks (to honor the 60th anniversary of 
Padres baseball in 1996) include palm trees, manual scoreboards, and big league landscaping. Members 
of the community swamped the club with 120 nominations as soon as the program was announced.

The Padres’ seventh Little Padres Park was named in honor of former star Dave Winfield, who attended 

the announcement and the dedication January 21, 1999, at Rosa Parks Elementary in City Heights. Two 
months later, March 25, the club dedicated an eighth in the Tijuana River Valley for South- 
west Little League. On November 18, 1999, Gary 
Matthews Jr. dedicated two fields in Temecula in 
Riverside County, just two months after Phil Nevin 
had announced the club's intentions. 
The club’s eleventh park was completed February 
9, 2000, in honor of San Diego native and Hall of 
Famer Ted Williams, who was present at the an- 
nouncement in 1999 and again at the dedication ceremony. Ted 
Williams Field is in North Park, the San Diego neighborhood where 
the Splendid Splinter grew up. 

The club dedicated its 12th park in Coronado, April 8, 2000, to 
honor beloved community dentist Dr. Jim Vernetti. A badly-needed 
park in Chollas Lake, the 13th, was dedicated September 15. By 
November 2, the club dedicated the 14th park, this one in National 
City’s Kimball Park. Padres southpaw Kevin Walker was the star 
attraction. On February 8, 2001, the club completed its next project, 
Damato Baseball Field, a Murphy Canyon field used by children of 
San Diego's military. The 16th field is expected to be in Lake Elsinore. 


The Padres established the third 
pillar of their community effort on April 8, 1997, when they created 
The Cindy Matters Fund to fight children’s cancer. The three-part 
program includes fund raising, brightening lives of patients, and 
honoring the heroes searching for a cure. The Padres have raised 
$550,000 for the UCSD Pediatric Oncology Research Center in the 
first four years (1997-2000), and players have visited area hospitals 
and spent time before games with VIPs (patients the club calls Very 
Important Padres) who are able to visit the stadium. 


Cindy Matters 
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The program also includes the Bio-Tech All Stars. At each Saturday night home 
game, the club honors a physician or scientist from San Diego's burgeoning biotech 
community who is searching for a cure for children’s cancer. The recognition acknowl- 
edges that they are our community's true heroes. 

The program was named in memory of a young, inspiring Padres fan, Cindy Mat- 
ters, who battled the disease that ultimately took her life January 18, 1997. 


READ LIE A PRO: In the past three years, the club has rewarded more than 
20,000 students with baseball tickets for achieving their literacy goals. The day before 
Thanksgiving, November 26, 1997, the Padres introduced an effort to help children’s 
literacy and to help neighborhood libraries throughout the city and county of San Diego. Moores and Lucchino 
contributed funds, and players visited libraries to get children into the habit of spending time there. In 1998, 
the “Read Like a Pro” program invited children who read five books or five hours during August to be the 
Padres’ guests at their game September 1. The program attracted 6,511 children. The program since 1999 
has required children to read 20 minutes per day for 20 days, and 4,120 met the challenge and were rewarded 
with tickets to the August 18 game in 1999. More than 10,000 students responded in 2000. 


PADRES BASEBALL CAMPS: The Padres Baseball Camps program includes the Rookie League for 
National City kids aged 5-12 in association with San Diego State and the Nu Alpha Kappa fraternity. It also 
includes the RBI program (Reviving Baseball in Inner Cities) for San Diego teens via the local STAR (Sports, 
Training, Academics, and Recreation) and PAL (Police Athletic Leagues) programs. In addition, the Padres 
have sponsored the California Interscholastic 
Foundation (CIF) baseball finals at Qualcomm (nee 
Jack Murphy) Stadium each year since 1995. 


CHARITABLE GIVING: The Padres supported 
the efforts of 2,193 charitable organizations in 
2000. The Padres supplied tickets, raffle items, 
auction items, celebrity visits, stadium visits, and 
pre-game ceremonies. The club also provided di- 
rect funding to 128 charities such as the San Di- 
ego Urban League, Neighborhood House, San Di- 
ego Coalition for the Homeless, etc. 


MNMNOTHOLE CLUB: The Padres, their players, and 
their corporate partners provided a record 117,401 
tickets to children who might not otherwise have 
had the opportunity to attend games. The club 
provided 28,361 through the traditional Knothole 
Club methods, and players purchased an addi- 
tional 56,631. 


SPEAMERS BUREAU: Since John Moores and Larry Lucchino took over the club in 1995, the Padres 
have arranged 2,536 appearances in 2,192 days (six calendar years, including leap year 1996 and 2000) by 
current or former Padres celebrities, After arranging 229 in 1995, the club arranged a club record 577 in 1996, 
504 in 1997, 510 in 1998, 364 in 1999, and 352 in 2000. 

In all, Padres players, coaches, and Manager Bruce Bochy made 104 visits on behalf of the club in 1995, 
321 in 1996, 307 in 1997, a record 348 in 1998, 263 in 1999, and 271 in 2000. Rob Picciolo was again the 
champion of the clubhouse in 2000 with 42 visits into the community, and Eric Owens and Steve Montgomery 
were tied for the player title with 13 appearances each. 

Venerable Ed Runge, the former American League umpire and now octogenarian, has now made 485 
appearances on behalf of the club over the last six years. He made 70 in 1995, 129 in 1996, 109 in 1997, 79 in 
1998, 65 in 1999, and 33 in 2000. 

Former Cy Young Award winner Randy Jones has made 402 over the past six years, not including the 
millions of fans he meets while serving barbecue at his stadium stand and his Big Stone Lodge Restaurant in 
Poway. The Padres Hall of Famer made 51 appearances in 1995, 127 in 1996, 79 in 1997, 61 in 1998, 36 in 1999 
and 48 in 2000. 


PLAVER PROGRAMS: In addition to the support that all of the players give to the club's community 
relations efforts, several players created or continued programs to support their particular area of community 
interest. Among the many highlights: 


Trevor Hoffman, who lost a kidney as an infant, continued to donate $200 for each save to the National 
Kidney Foundation of Southern California and visit with “Trevor's Kidney Kids” before each Saturday home 
game. Trevor, the spokesman for the foundation's San Diego region, was named in 1997 as one of 10 Health 
Heroes by Combined Health Agencies, and in 1999 received the Padres’ Chairman's Award, the highest honor 
one can receive for community efforts on behalf of the Padres. In addition, Trevor and his wife Tracy Hoffman 
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also hosted over 7,200 Marine recruits to a baseball game in 2000 in honor of their own fathers’ military service. 


Tony Gwynn continued his award-winning philanthropic efforts through his and his wife Alicia’s TAG Foun- 
dation Golf Classic, which benefits numerous local charities that serve underprivileged children. Gwynn was 
the 1995 Branch Rickey Award winner, the first winner of the Chairman’s Award presented by John Moores in 
1995, and the 1996 Padres nominee for the Roberto Clemente Award, and Major League Baseball's winner of the 
Roberto Clemente award in 1999. Gwynn and his wife, Alicia, also received the 1999 Greater San Diego Cham- 
ber of Commerce's “Spirit of San Diego Award.” Gwynn also hosted 50,000 disadvantaged youngsters to 
Padres games during the 2000 season. 


Woody Williams initiated his “Woody's Winners” program in support of Special Olympics, hosting 1,300 
athletes to a game, and providing each with a hot dog and soda. Williams also made a record-breaking dona- 
tion to the Padres Scholars program, essentially sending 10 students to college. Beyond San Diego, Woody 
also made a significant contribution to the flood victims in Venezuela. All of this was done despite confronting 
frightening surgery to remove an aneurysm in his right arm during the season. Williams displayed remarkable 
leadership to his teammates and to the community which earned him the 2000 Chairman’s Award, presented 
annually by John Moores and his family to the player who best demonstrates commitment to the community. 


Ryan Klesko reached out to children battling life-threatening diseases through “Klesko’s Korner,” in which 
he provided 1,300 tickets to children and families facing can- 
cer, and “Make-A-Wish Mondays,’ in which he visited with four 
children from the Make-A-Wish Foundation on the field before 
every Monday home game. 


Sterling Hitchcock continued his “Hitch’s Strike Outs for 
Kids" program, donating $100 per strike out to the Sonshine 
Club, an after school program for disadvantaged kids. Despite 
going on the disabled list on May 27, Sterling still donated 
$15,000 and hosted the children to seven games throughout 
the season in 2000. 


For the second year in a row, Third Base Coach and musi- 
cian Tim Flannery donated the proceeds from his “Pieces of the 
Past” CD to buy 450 tickets for youngsters from several Native 
American organizations to a game in 2000 (he hosted 561 in 
1999). Through “Flannery’s Tickets for Kids,” Tim also bought 
tickets in 1998 with proceeds from his “Secret World” CD. 


Bench Coach Rob Picciolo was again the honorary chair- 
man of the 65 Roses Sports Club for the Cystic Fibrosis Founda- 
tion of San Diego. “Peach” and the Padres hosted monthly au- 
tograph sessions for children affected by CF, who then stayed : { 
for the baseball game. Coach Picciolo also continued his tour ae = 
of schools during DARE’s Red Ribbon Week to speak to kids see chase Grate cae ohms 
about the dangers of drugs. through his work on behalf of DARE. 

ANNUAL PROGRAMS: In addition to their on-going ef- 
forts, the Padres each year have had special initiatives. In 1995, the club planted 116 trees in San Diego in its 
Into the Palms program, one for each home run hit by the 1995 club. In 1996, the club, in cooperation with the 
County of San Diego, made Immunization Awareness its special program of the year. In 1997, the Padres and 
the San Diego Blood Bank established the Padres’ Annual Blood and Stem Cell Drive to specifically recruit 
minority donors for the National Marrow Donor Program. This initiative has been supported by Hall of Famer 
Rod Carew and has focused on several local children who are in dire need of a match. The 2000 campaign was 
the San Diego Blood Bank's largest ever, drawing 845 potential stem cell donors (compared to 193 in 1999) and 
275 fans donated blood (158 in 1999). 


TELL ff TO THE PADRES: John Moores and Larry Lucchino have held 25 fan feedback sessions starting 
July, 1995, through 1999. The Tell it to the Padres sessions have allowed approximately 825 fans to give their 
ideas, suggestions, and complaints directly to the club’s owners. In 1998, “California Dreamin’” versions gen- 
erated more than 500 ideas about the new ballpark for San Diego. In late 1999 and early 2000, the meetings 
focused on feedback from fans in Tijuana, Mexicali, and Chula Vista. In 2000, the nine sessions focused on 
feedback from exactly 200 women.

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JOHN MOORES 
Chairman 


John Moores was born and raised on the Texas Gulf Coast, and he 
built his fortune in the computer software business while living in Hous- 
ton. But there can be no mistaking that his roots have become firmly em- 
bedded in San Diego soil. 

Following the Padres’ magical 1998 World Series season and his inti- 
mate involvement in San Diego's ballpark and redevelopment project over 
the last several years, it is clear that Moores is building a legacy that will 
endure in San Diego for years to come. Actually, having owned his home 
in San Diego County since 1990, the Rancho Santa Fe resident established 
himself as a civic leader as well as one of San Diego's most generous bene- 
factors well before the Padres’ tremendous achievements in his first six 
years of ownership. 

Over the course of his ownership of San Diego's big league club, 
Moores has managed to instill a renewed sense of pride to followers of the 
San Diego Padres. Moores, 56 (born 7/9/44), has proven to be a Chairman who's much like the other San 
Diegans who fill the seats at Padres games. He loves baseball dearly, he loves the Padres even more, and, 
above all, he loves living in San Diego. 

Heading into his seventh season as Chairman, Moores already has achieved two major goals: to 
bring the World Series to town, and to help pave the way for a ballpark and redevelopment project in 
downtown San Diego. In 1998, both goals came to fruition, as the Padres took their fans on a thrilling ride 
all the way to the Fall Classic in October, and San Diego voters decisively approved Proposition C, the 
ballpark and redevelopment initiative, in November. 

Since Proposition C’s resounding victory, Moores has maintained his aggressive support of the Ballpark 
and Redevelopment Project and has taken many important steps to ensure its completion, including enter 
ing JMI Real Estate, Inc. into a joint venture with John 
Burnham & Co., one of San Diego’s largest and oldest 
commercial real estate firms. 

With the ballpark on course for a 2003 opening, the 
Padres are gearing up for long-term success. Moores’ 
vision of a perennial winner in San Diego took its first 
steps in 1999 as the club’s baseball operations depart- 
ment underwent changes designed to build a winning 
franchise with an emphasis on scouting and develop- 
ment. Moores clearly intends to make the 1998 World 
Series only the first of many for the Padres under his 
ownership. 

It was a dream come true for Moores when he joined 
with Larry Lucchino to purchase the Padres in late 1994. 
Indeed, it was a dream for him even though he was buy- 
ing the club in the middle of the worst labor dispute in 
baseball's storied history, and even though the Padres 
franchise was in turmoil, having alienated many fans with 
unpopular, salary-slashing trades. 

Upon taking over the Padres on December 21, 1994, 
Moores and Lucchino, the club’s president and chief ex- 
ecutive officer, made an immediate impression on San 
Diego's baseball fans. Exactly one week after their ac- 
quisition of the club became official, the new guys in 
town unleashed a blockbuster, 12-player trade with the 
Houston Astros that would change the face of the fran- 
chise. 

In the six years since, the Padres have won two N.L. 
West titles, earned a trip to only the second World Series in franchise history and shattered club atten- 
dance marks with a record of 2,555,901 in the ‘98 championship season and the No. 2 and 3 marks in the 
last two seasons despite fourth and fifth-place finishes in the division.

Moores obviously has established his commitment to the future of baseball in San Diego. What's 
more, Moores has shown time and time again that he cares about the future of his adopted hometown, 
having become a major contributor in San Diego's sports, cultural and philanthropic arenas. 

Most notably, he and his wife of 37 years, Becky, have donated approximately $29 million to the San 
Diego State University athletic department, funding state-of-the-art Tony Gwynn Stadium as well as other 
athletic and administrative facilities. The first project funded by the Moores family was Tony Gwynn Sta- 
dium, where Aztecs baseball players follow in the footsteps of the current Padres star and former SDSU 
star. Other new facilities at Montezuma Mesa will include a new Athletic Administration building, a champi- 
onship tennis complex, and a women’s softball field to complement Tony Gwynn Stadium. 

John and Becky Moores’ support of a local university should come as little surprise, as they have 
donated more than $75 million to the University of Houston, their alma mater. There, they provided funding 
for a baseball stadium and other athletic facilities, as well as the Moores School of Music. Moores found a 
way to bring the two universities 
he has supported so much to- 
gether on the baseball field, 
funding the Cougars’ trips out 
west to play the Aztecs. In addi- 
tion, John Moores’ involvement 
with educational institutions in 
California reached a new level 
when he was appointed to the 
University of California Board of 
Regents in March, 2000. 

The Padres follow the 
Moores family’s commitment to 
philanthropy, taking a whole new 
approach to community rela- 
tions since his arrival as chair- 
man. The Padres have three

have numerous other community efforts. The breadth of the Padres’ community outreach is unprecedented 
in San Diego pro sports history, and the Moores family leads the way. 

The Padres Foundation, established by Moores upon his acquisition of the Padres in 1995, funds such 
programs as the Padres Scholars and The Cindy Matters Fund, two of the Three Pillars of the club's commu- 
nity relations efforts. 

Established in 1995, the Padres Scholars program is indeed one of the greatest points of prides in the 
organization. Padres players make annual contributions, which Padres ownership matches dollar-for-dollar, 
to fund $5,000 college scholarships (plus accrued interest) each year for 25 deserving San Diego County 
middle school students who otherwise might not have had the opportunity to go to college. In 2001, the 
Padres Scholars Class of ‘96 will be the second class to graduate from high school and head to higher 
education, where their scholarships will be used at the four-year college of their choice. Thanks to corporate 
sponsorship from QUALCOMM, Incorporated, the Padres Scholars program included five additional stu- 
dents the last three years — pushing the total number of students on board to 160. The contributions of 
Padres players, owners and corporate partners through 2000 totaled $900,929. 

In 1996, Moores had the idea that the Padres should undertake the effort of building or refurbishing 
baseball fields in the San Diego-Baja California region, and the Little Padres Parks program was born. The 
Padres pledged to spruce up or, when necessary, build from scratch 60 baseball fields in the region. As of 
early 2001, 15 of those have been dedicated, spanning the region from Oceanside to Lakeside to Riverside 
County, in several San Diego neighborhoods and in Tijuana. The program extended north of the San Diego 
County border into Temecula in 1999 and into Lake Elsinore in 2001, and in January the Padres announced 
the first Military Little Padres Park, the Damato Baseball Field in the Murphy Canyon Navy Housing Com- 
plex, 

The third pillar of the Padres’ community relations endeavor is The Cindy Matters Fund, announced in 
April 1997 to help fight children’s cancer in association with the UCSD Medical Center. Named for a life-long 
Padres fan who inspired Padres players and front office members through her brave fight with cancer, the 
program provides funding for research, strives to improve the quality of life for young patients and gives 
recognition to the heroes searching for a cure. The Padres Foundation has contributed $550,000 to The 
Cindy Matters Fund in the first three years of its existence. 
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The Moores tradition of philanthropy extends far beyond the Padres, and far beyond San Diego. Here at 
home, John and Becky Moores donated approximately $5 million to the new San Diego Hall of Champions 
Sports Museum in Balboa Park and $6.6 million to the Zoological Society of San Diego. They have donated 
approximately $17 million to The Scripps Research Institute with an additional $4 million pledged, $1 million 
to the new Preuss School at UCSD, and $1 million to the San Diego Unified School District. Other San Diego 
recipients of $1 million or more include Pro Kids Foundation, St. Vincent de Paul, the San Diego Center for 
Children. Additionally, the Moores have donated $2 million to the Children of the Californias Clinic in Tijuana, 
Mexico. In 2000, they contributed $4.8 million to the Research Institute at the Scripps Foundation for Medicine 
and Science for research into childhood diseases. 

Outside of San Diego, John and Becky Moores saw their past contributions to the University of Houston 
result in the ground-breaking in 1995 for the Moores School of Music. In 1991, they donated $51.4 million to 
the university, which at the time was the largest single donation by an individual to a public college in U.S. 
history. In addition to the more than $75 million they have contributed to their alma mater, they have given 
approximately $44 million and pledged an additional $31 million to the Carter Center of Emory University in 
Atlanta. They also founded the River Blindness Foundation, now absorbed into the Carter Center, to control a 
tropical disease in third-world countries. 

Despite John Moores’ efforts to conduct PADRES OWNERSHIP HISTORY 
his philanthropy in private, he has received 
much recognition for his deeds. The Hall of 1969-1974 C.Arnholt Smith 
Champions named him San Diego’s Commu- 1974-1990 Ray and Joan Kroc 
nity Champion for 1996; the National Associa- 1990-1994 Tom Werner Group 
tion of Athletic Development Directors named 1994- John Moores and Larry Lucchino 
him 1996 Donor of the Year; the San Diego 
Press Club named him the Headliner of the Year for 1996; the American Ireland Fund named him 1997 Man of 
the Year; and in January 1997, the Jackie Robinson YMCA of East San Diego made him the first non-African- 
American to win the YMCA Human Dignity Award, presented annually to the person in San Diego who most 
exemplifies the life of the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. In February, 2000, Becky and John received the 
Heart of San Diego Award from UCSD. 

Moores currently is chairman of NEON Systems, a publicly traded software company located in Sugar 
Land Texas. He is a board member of Peregrine Systems of San Diego and of numerous other companies. As 
an entrepreneur, he initially generated most of his net worth from BMC Software, a Houston company he 
founded with a $1,000 investment in 1980 after eight years with IBM and four years with Shell Oil. 

Moores’ current affiliations include: Board of Regents, The University of California System; Board Mem- 
ber of the Campanile Foundation of San Diego State University; Trustee of The UCSD Foundation; Trustee of 
the Carter Center of Emory University; Advisory Board, San Diego Hall of Champions; Chairman, Neon 
Systems, Inc. (a publicly-held software company); Trustee, The Scripps Research Institute; Co-Chairman, John 
Burnham & Co.; and Chairman, JMI Services, Inc. 

John Moores and his wife Becky, who has become an avid baseball fan, graduated from high school 
together and then attended the University of Houston and the University of Houston Law School. They have 
been married since 1963. They have a son, John Jr.; a daughter-in-law, Nataliya; a grandson, Kiev; a 
daughter, Jennifer, a member of the Padres’ Board of Directors; and a son-in-law, Jason McLeod, a member 
of the Padres’ baseball operations department. They are guardians of twin boys, Earl and Eddie, age 16. 


THE PADRES FOUNDATION FOR CHILDREN 


Established in 1995 by Padres Chairman John 
Moores, the Padres Foundation for Children is the pri- 
mary source of funding for the Padres Scholars pro- 
gram, the Cindy Matters Fund and the team’s other 
youth-oriented philanthropy.

Entering his seventh season in San Diego, Larry Lucchino is one of 
baseball's modern-day innovators. As president and CEO of the Baltimore 
Orioles (1988-1993) and the San Diego Padres (since 1995), the veteran of 
21 years in baseball has broken ground in ballparks, marketing, and player 
relations. 

In the first six years under his guidance, the Padres won two National 
League West Division titles, in 1996 and 1998, and reached the World Series 
for only the second time in franchise history ('98). In addition, Lucchino 
spearheaded the effort for San Diego's Ballpark and Redevelopment Project, 
which won decisive approval (60%) from San Diego voters with the pas- 
sage of Proposition C in November, 1998. The city’s new downtown ball- 
park is expected to open in 2003. 

Lucchino’s leadership of San Diego's ballpark process has been invaluable, for his Baltimore legacy is 
Oriole Park at Camden Yards. His vision of the traditional old-fashioned downtown ballpark with modern 
amenities ushered in a new era in ballpark architecture and ambiance, and has generated financial stability 
for the clubs and enhanced economic activity for the cities that have followed the Camden Yards formula 
with similar parks. It was Lucchino’s aggressive regional marketing that expanded the Orioles’ popularity to 
Washington, D.C. and Northern Virginia and tripled the Orioles’ fan base from 2 million to 6 million. In 
Lucchino’s 14 years with the Orioles, the season ticket base increased from 1,600 per game to over 28,000 
plus a 13,000-person waiting list. 

In San Diego, Lucchino has led the club in fulfilling three fundamental commitments of ownership, which 
John Moores and he made after purchasing the club December 21, 1994. 

First, asserting that to field a team worthy of the fans’ support was the first obligation of ownership, 
Lucchino helped rebuild the club that had the worst record in the majors in 1994. By 1998, that commitment 
had grown beyond the wildest dreams of Padres fans, as the club set a franchise record for victories in a 
season with 98 en route to a thrilling ride through the National League playoffs to the World Series. Before 
that, the Padres were the most improved team in the National League in 1995 and the champions of the 
National League West in 1996. 


Continuing to honor this first commitment, Lucchino 
in 1999 created a short-term and long-term reorganiza- 
tion plan designed to build a perennial winning franchise. 
The plan calls for improving the front office’s baseball in- 
frastructure, so the club added Ted Simmons, Bill Bryk, 
and Bill Clark, three highly regarded baseball evaluators. 
The second step is to augment the investment in scouting 
and player development. Third, the club will seek young 
talent, particularly good young arms. Fourth, the club will 
stockpile arms to the point they can trade them for bats. 
Fifth, the club will evaluate the young, talented major 
leaguers and sign key players to long-term contracts. 

The second obligation of ownership, Lucchino asserted, 
is to create a warm, friendly environment at the stadium 
and to market the club aggressively to a new, broad region. 
The results have shown in record attendance figures, in- 
cluding the all-time season mark of 2,555,901 in 1998, 
2,523,538 in ‘99 despite the club’s fourth-place finish and 
2,423,149 in 2000 in spite of a fifth-place finish. These past 
three years represent the three highest attendance totals in 
franchise history. In addition, the season ticket base has 
increased every year, hitting 12,380 in 2000 — well more 
than double the total previous to the arrival of Moores and 
Lucchino (5,081). Further, the club has installed palm trees, 
become the first to display the speed of every pitch on the 
scoreboard, added new JumboTron video boards, a right- 
field scoreboard —in play — to bring out-of-town scores and, 
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for the first time, irregular dimensions at Qualcomm Stadium. The club has created new food courts, a 
lively “Padres Street,” a fan-friendly “Pad Squad,” a lovable “Swinging Friar” mascot, all while maintain- 
ing baseball's niche as affordable family entertainment. 

Lucchino’s regionalization efforts for the Padres and his passion for the internationalization of baseball 
have led to historic achievements with Mexico, Hawaii, and Japan. A sampling of Lucchino’s foreign policy: 


+ January 13, 1995: The “New” Padres held the franchise’s first-ever press conference in Tijuana during 
Lucchino’s first week in San Diego. 


+ December 16, 1995: The Padres Baseball Store in Tijuana became Major League Baseball's first 
merchandise store and ticket outlet in Mexico. 


«April 14, 1996: The “Domingos Padres Tecate” program began providing bus rides and special ticket 
prices for Mexican fans each Sunday after fans identified border-crossing, driving, and economics as impedi- 
ments to their attendance. 


+ August 16-18, 1996: “La Primera Serie” in Monterrey, Mexico, hosted by the Padres, presented the first 
regular season major league games outside the United States or Canada. 


+ January 12, 1997: The Pa- 
dres announced a relationship 
with the Chiba Lotte Marines 
Baseball Club of the Japanese 
Pacific League to exchange 
players, coaches, and baseball 
information. The Marines 
granted the Padres exclusive 
rights to negotiate with right- 
handed pitcher Hideki lrabu. 


* April 19-20, 1997: The Pa- 
dres hosted the first regular sea- 
son major league games in Ha- 
waii in “The Padres Paradise Se- 
ries” against St. Louis. 


* March 22, 1998: Eight-time batting champ Tony Gwynn joined Anaheim Angels hitting coach and 
seven-time batting champ Rod Carew in a historic clinic for children in Culiacan, Mexico. 


* April 4, 1999: The Padres again played in Monterrey, this time against the Colorado Rockies in Major 
League Baseball's first-ever Apertura Internacional, or International Opener, baseball's first game of 1999, 
which was televised worldwide. 


«+ November 29, 1999: The Padres held their first international version of their “Tell It to the Padres” 
informational roundtables with fans by holding a session at the Padres Store in Tijuana. Soon thereafter, 
another session was held in Mexicali. 


Lucchino has also directed aggressive marketing in North County and beyond the northern border of San 
Diego County. The Northern Marketing effort includes a Padres Baseball Store in Encinitas, a sales staff, the 
creation of Friday group outings called “North County Community Nights,” new Little League fields in Temecula 
(Riverside County) and a marketing effort into other northern communities as well. 

The third commitment, to become active participants in the community, includes three pillars regarding 
children: education, recreation, and health. 


Moores, Lucchino, and the Padres players united in 1995 to establish the Padres Scholars program, the 
centerpiece of the club’s education efforts. The players and owners contribute $125,000 per year to 25 middle 
schoolers who receive college scholarships of $5,000 each (plus all accrued interest until high school gradu- 
ation); Qualcomm, Inc. has funded five more scholarships each year since 1998. In 2001, the number of 
scholars will increase to 195, and players and owners will have contributed $1 million. The first class, who 
were 7" graders when the program began, began college in Fall, 2000. The landmark program is the largest 
of its kind in San Diego and the first of its kind in baseball. 

On September 20, 1996, the club created the “Little Padres Parks” program, a commitment to recreation 
that will build or refurbish 60 balifields (in honor of the Padres’ 60th anniversary in San Diego) for kids in San 
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Diego and Mexico. Through February, 2001, 15 fields had been dedicated, from Oceanside to Lakeside, 
from Riverside County through San Diego to Tijuana. 

On April 8, 1997, the Padres established The Cindy Matters Fund, an effort to fight children’s cancer. The 
children’s health program is named for a lifelong fan of the Padres who inspired Padres players and front 
office staff alike during her brave fight against cancer. Cindy died on January 18, 1997, at age 28. The club’s 
efforts have netted $550,000 through 2000, spent entirely to improve research at UCSD's Pediatric Oncol- 
ogy Research Laboratory. The program also strives to improve the quality of life of young patients fighting 
the disease, and to honor the men and women searching for a cure as “Biotech All-Stars.” 

The focus and direction of all of the club's charitable activities stems from the extraordinary commit- 
ment of John Moores and the entire Moores family. Moores, Lucchino and the Padres feel strongly that the 
Padres must at all times remain faithful to their ideals as 
well as to the franchise's view of the responsibilities of a 
Major League franchise. 

Fans have responded to these commitments by dou- 
bling their attendance in 1996 and setting club attendance 
records. The Padres, who before Moores and Lucchino pur- 
chased the club had topped 2 million only twice in 27 sea- 
sons, have now done so the past five years, a claim that can 
be made by only 12 other clubs in baseball. More than 2.4 
million fans have seen the Padres play each of the last 
three seasons, the three highest single-season attendance 
totals in franchise history. 

On a national level, Lucchino, who has attended Major 
League Baseball ownership meetings since 1979, helped 
engineer and actually proposed the new, expanded powers 
of the Commissioner's Office that were unanimously ap- 
proved in January, 2000. His resolution also calls for the 
Commissioner to take action to correct baseball’s competi- 
tive imbalance. Lucchino has also served on MLB’s Re- 
structuring Committee, the American League's Cable Tele- 
vision Committee, and as Chairman of the Baseball Opera- 
tions and Player Development Contract Negotiations Com- 
mittees. He is currently a member of the Realignment and 
Expansion Committee and the Commissioner’s Blue Rib- 
bon Task Force on Baseball Economics, which released its 
suggestions for attacking the game’s economic issues last 
July. 

Born and raised in Pittsburgh, PA, Lucchino, 55 (9/6/45), 
was an All-City basketball player and a second baseman on the city championship baseball team at Taylor 
Allderdice High School. He graduated with honors from Princeton University in 1967 and was a 1972 graduate 
of Yale Law School. At Princeton, he was a member of two Ivy League championship basketball teams 
coached by Butch Van Breda Koff, and, as a sophomore, was a teammate of former U.S. Senator Bill Bradley, 
who led the team to the Final Four in the NCAA tournament. In Lucchino’s senior year, the Tigers were 25-3, 
the best record in Princeton’s illustrious basketball history. 

Since 1978, he has been a partner at Williams and Connolly, the law firm founded by his mentor, 
legendary sportsman and trial attorney Edward Bennett Williams, whom Lucchino readily acknowledges to be 
the largest influence on his professional sports career. Lucchino specialized in business, sports law, and 
litigation. Lucchino was counsel to the Washington Redskins, which Williams owned, and a member of their 
Board of Directors. When EBW bought the Orioles on August 2, 1979, Lucchino became the club’s Vice 
President/General Counsel. He was named president in May, 1988, to rebuild the club’s baseball operations 
after the club started the season 0-21. The club then fought down to the final weekend for the 1989 division 
title, and was in the thick of pennant races three of his five full seasons as president. He was part-owner of the 
Orioles from 1989 until the club was sold at the end of the 1993 season. 

The avid sportsman has the unique distinction of earning a World Series ring (Orioles, '83), Super Bowl 
ring (Redskins, '83), and Final Four watch (Princeton, '65). 

Lucchino has become active in a variety of civic and charitable institutions in San Diego, with a particular 
involvement in the research and treatment of cancer. 
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KEVIN TOWERS 
Executive Vice President/General Manager 


Kevin Towers was named Senior Vice President and General Manager of 
the San Diego Padres on November 17, 1995, the culmination of a rapid rise 
through the organization. Towers was promoted to Executive Vice President/ 
General Manager in March, 2000. His road to the GM position began on the 
field as a player and coach, took him through the scouting ranks, and landed 
him in the front office as Director of Scouting in 1993. Now in his 20th season 
in professional baseball, his 18th with the Padres, Towers agreed to a three- 
year deal with the club on February 21, 2000, to remain the club's GM 
through at least the 2003 season. 

Under Towers’ leadership, the Padres are establishing a long-term strat- 
egy to take the club into a new ballpark in 2003, and beyond. Having as- 
sembled a baseball operations team that features vast and varied experi- 
ence, Towers is navigating the organization toward its ultimate goal —consis- 
tent success at the major league level. 

Towers, 39 (born 11/11/61), was a first-round draft choice of the Padres in 1982 after earning All-Western 
Athletic Conference honors as a right-handed pitcher for Brigham Young University. A Texas League All-Star 
in 1984, he pitched seven seasons in San Diego’s farm system before a series of arm operations ended his 
playing career at the Triple-A level. Pitching for Las Vegas in 1988, his catcher was Bruce Bochy. 

A native of Medford, Oregon, Towers served as an area scout for the Padres in Texas and Louisiana from 
1989 to 1991. During the summers of 1989 and ‘90, Kevin also served as pitching coach for the organization’s 
short-season Single-A affiliate in Spokane. The club won Northwest League championships both seasons, the 
first with Bochy as skipper. 

After two years with the Pirates — first as a regional cross-checker and then as national cross-checker — 
Kevin returned to the Padres as Director of Scouting in August 1993. Towers was successful in spearheading 
a scouting staff that has consistently identified and signed the best players available in the amateur draft. The 
Padres signed each of their first 14 picks from the 1995 draft, which was named the strongest in baseball by 
Baseball America. In 1996, with Towers as GM and Brad Sloan as Director of Scouting, the scouting and player 
development success continued with a draft considered the best in the National League and second-best in the 
majors by Baseball America. The club signed eight of its top 10 picks, including three who were considered 
first round-caliber prospects. Baseball America recently wrote that the Padres’ farm system currently “ranks 
among the best in the game” and that “San Diego has drafted as well as any team over the last three years.” 

Towers’ player evaluation skills were also evident at the major league level as he added the necessary 
players, via trades and free agent signings, to make the Padres a playoff club in 1996 for only the second time 
in their history. He and his baseball staff changed four of the eight starting position players from the end of the 
1995 season to the end of 1996, bringing in veterans such as Wally Joyner, Rickey Henderson, Chris Gomez, 
John Flaherty, Bob Tewksbury and Greg Vaughn, who all helped lead the Padres to the N.L. West title. 

After a difficult ‘97 season, Towers was determined to turn things around, and he went right to work in a busy 
off-season. He started to retool the club by naming a new pitching coach: former star pitcher Dave Stewart, 
who remained a special assistant to the GM as well. Then Towers overhauled the bullpen, making three trades 
in three days after the Expansion Draft. On December 15, 1997, Towers landed ace Kevin Brown from the 
Marlins for minor leaguers Derrek Lee, Rafael Medina and Steve Hoff. Although the Padres raced out to their 
best start ever in ‘98, the GM's work was far from over as he reinforced the roster with veterans Jim Leyritz, 
Scott Sanders, Randy Myers and John Vander Wal during the 1998 season. 

With an end-of-season 33-man roster that included 24 players obtained since Towers was named GM, the 
1998 Padres posted the best record in franchise history, winning their second N.L. West championship in 
Towers’ three seasons at the helm, the third division crown in franchise history. The Padres then reached the 
World Series for the second time in club annals, capturing the N.L. pennant by beating the Houston Astros 
(winners of 102 regular season games) and the Atlanta Braves (winners of 106 games) before falling to the 
New York Yankees (winners of an A.L. record 114 games) in the Fall Classic. 

After the most exciting season in franchise history, Towers in 1999 began the effort to ensure the Padres’ 
ability to remain competitive, year in and year out. Although the Padres finished fourth in the NL West with a 
younger roster, the club took many steps toward that long-term goal. 
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On March 9, 1999, the Padres signed closer Trevor Hoffman to the richest contract in club history and the 
largest deal ever signed by a relief pitcher, a four-year contract that ensures that the game's most dominant 
reliever will pitch in San Diego’s new ballpark. Homegrown talents like Towers draftees Matt Clement and Ben 
Davis made their mark at the major league level in 1999, along with Towers acquisitions such as rookies 
Buddy Carlyle and Wiklenman Gonzalez, and more established players Damian Jackson, Phil Nevin, Eric 
Owens and Woody Williams. Also, Towers and the scouting department put together the first major step in the 
construction of a talent pipeline that can serve the club for years to come with six of the first 51 picks in the June 
amateur draft, including three first-rounders in outfielder Vince Faison and pitchers Gerik Baxter and Omar 
Ortiz. 

In September 1999, Towers ushered in a new structure in his baseball operations department, bringing in 
veteran talent evaluators such as Simmons, Special Assistant to the GM Bill Bryk and International Scouting 
Supervisor Bill Clark to help the Padres seek and develop the best talent available in the world. That didn’t 
keep Towers from working the trade route, however. He acquired top prospect pitcher Adam Eaton along with 
major leaguers Carlton Loewer and Steve Montgomery in a November trade with Philadelphia, and then 
engineered a December blockbuster with the Atlanta Braves that brought second baseman Bret Boone and 
slugging first baseman Ryan Klesko to San Diego. 

The fruits of the club’s commitment to player development and scouting have begun to manifest them- 
selves. In addition to several homegrown talents reaching the major leagues over the last two seasons, no 
team in baseball had more minor league players ranked among their respective league's top 10 prospects in 
2000 in Baseball America’s annual rankings. The magazine also recently wrote that “San Diego has drafted 
as well as any team over the last three years...Its farm system ranks among the best in the game.” 

Towers and his wife Kelley (Owens), whom he married in December of 1996, reside in San Diego with their 
bulldogs, Dutch Henry, Fiona and Mullion. 


TED SIMMONS 
Vice President/ 
Scouting and Player Development 


Ted Simmons was named Vice President/Scouting and Player Develop- 
ment on September 16, 1999. The 51-year-old Simmons oversees all Padres 
scouting and player development operations. 

An eight-time All-Star catcher, Simmons moved directly from the playing 
field to the front office at the conclusion of his 19-year major league career in 
1988, when he was named Director of Player Development of the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 

On February 5, 1992, Simmons was named Senior Vice President and 
General Manager for Baseball Operations of the Pittsburgh Pirates, whom he 
guided to the National League East title in his first season as General Man- 
ager. Health problems forced Simmons to resign the post in June of 1993. 

Prior to joining the Padres, he served as a special assignment scout for Cleveland Indians General Manager 
John Hart for six seasons, a span in which the Indians won five consecutive division titles and a pair of 
American League championships. 

A switch-hitting catcher, Simmons was the Cardinals’ first-round draft selection in 1967 after playing 
collegiately at the University of Michigan and Wayne State University. He reached the major leagues to stay 
in 1970 and hit better than .300 in six of his 11 St. Louis seasons, including a career-best mark of .332 in 1975. 

Following the 1980 season, Simmons was dealt to Milwaukee in a seven-player deal. In five seasons with 
the Brewers, he made his only two career post-season appearances, including a trip to the World Series in 
1982. Simmons hit a pair of home runs in a seven-game series loss to his former team, the Cardinals. 

Prior to the 1986 season, he was traded to Atlanta, where he closed out his career in 1988. In parts of 21 
big league seasons, including 19 full campaigns, the Michigan native and St. Louis resident batted .285 with 
248 home runs and 1,389 RBI. In 2,456 games, Simmons collected 2,472 base hits. 

He hit .300 in seven seasons and was named to All-Star teams in 1972-74, 1977-79, 1981 and 1983. At the 
time of his retirement, Simmons’ 182 National League home runs were the most ever hit by an N.L. switch- 
hitter. That mark has since been broken by Bobby Bonilla. 
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FRED UHLMAN JR., Assistant General Manager 


At age 33 (born 6/23/67), Fred UhIman Jr. is already a veteran of 16 seasons in professional baseball. After 
10 years in the Baltimore Orioles’ scouting and player development departments, Fred joined the Padres in 
March of 1995 as a Special Assistant to the General Manager. He was named Assistant General Manager on 
January 3, 1996. 

Uhiman’'s responsibilities involve assisting Kevin Towers in all areas of baseball operations, including 
evaluation of talent on the major, minor and amateur levels, as well as player transactions and contract 
negotiations as well as working closely with Ted Simmons, Tye Waller and Priscilla Oppenheimer on the day- 
to-day operation of the Padres’ Player Development Department. 

Raised in Austin, Texas, Uhl man moved to Baltimore in 1985 and joined the Orioles as a part-time assistant 
in player development and scouting. He attained full-time status in 1987, was promoted to Assistant to the 
Director of Scouting two years later, and was named Assistant Director of Scouting in 1991. 

UhIman’s father, Fred Uhiman Sr., is a former Scouting Director of the Baltimore Orioles and is currently a 
Major League scout for the Orioles. Fred is single and resides in Mission Valley. 


KEN BRACEY, Special Assistant to the General Manager 


Ken Bracey, a veteran of 28 years in the Padres organization, was named Special Assistant to General 
Manager Kevin Towers on November 4, 1997. Bracey, who joined the Padres in their inaugural 1969 season, 
has worked as an area scout, a national crosschecker, a minor league manager and—since 1991—as a major 
leaue scout. He has worked continuously for the club since its inception in 1969 except for a scouting stint with 
the Milwaukee Brewers from 1987-90. The Morton, IL, resident pitched nine seasons in the minor leagues with 
the Yankees and Giants. 


BRAD SLOAN, Special Assistant to the General Manager 

Brad Sloan was elevated to Special Assistant to GM Kevin Towers in September, 2000 after spending five 
years as the club’s Director of Scouting. After serving 18 years as a Padres organization scout, Sloan was 
named Scouting Director on December 20, 1995. Brad joined the Padres out of Illinois State University in 1980 
as a Midwest-area scout. Outfielder Kevin McReynolds, the Padres’ first selection in the 1981 June draft, was 
the first player signed by Sloan. He was promoted to Eastern supervisor and then national cross-checker 
before leaving for a stint as Mets national cross-checker in 1992. Brad returned to the Padres in August, 1993 
as Special Assistant to the General Manager and for the last four years has played an instrumental role in the 
organization’s amateur draft, which was named the strongest in baseball in 1995 and the best in the National 
League in 1996 by Baseball America. Baseball America recently wrote that “San Diego has drafted as well 
as any team over the last three years.” 


BILL BRYK, Special Assistant to the GM/Minor League Field Coordinator 


Bill Bryk was named Special Assistant to the General Manager/Minor League Field Coordinator on Septem- 
ber 27, 1999. He spent the previous18 seasons in the Pittsburgh Pirates organization, the last 3 as the club's 
Assistant Director of Player Development. A right-handed pitcher in the Washington Senators farm system, 
Bryk doubled as the Pirates’ minor league pitching coordinator in 1998-99. The 49-year-old began his player 
development career as a minor league manager in the Padres organization from 1980-82. In 1981, he 
managed Tony Gwynn in his professional debut with the Single-A Walla Walla Padres. Bryk joined the Pirates 
organization as a scouting supervisor following the ‘82 season and covered the Midwest and Canada for 
Pittsburgh until 1995, when he was named a special assignment scout. After 2 seasons in that role, Bryk was 
named Assistant Director of Player Development on October 31, 1996. 


THEO EPSTEIN, Director of Baseball Operations 


Theo Epstein assumed the role of Director of Baseball Operations in 2000. In his tenth major league 
season, his seventh with the Padres, Epstein assists General Manager Kevin Towers and Assistant General 
Manager Fred Uhiman Jr. in baseball operations, including player transactions, contract negotiations and 
roster and payroll management. He also assists in the scouting and player development departments. Epstein 
spent the last two seasons as a Baseball Operations Assistant after two years in the Padres’ Media Relations 
Department and a year as head of the Entertainment Department. A 1995 graduate of Yale University, the 27- 
year-old Epstein received a J.D. from the University of San Diego Schoo! of Law in 2000. Born in New York 
City and raised in Brookline, MA, Theo is single and resides in Pacific Beach. 
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DR. CHARLES STEINBERG 
Executive Vice President/Public Affairs 


A veteran of 25 years in baseball, Charles Steinberg joined the Padres March 1, 
1995 as Vice President for Public Affairs, was promoted to Senior Vice President/Public 
Affairs in 1997, and to Executive Vice President/Public Affairs in 1999. Steinberg, who 
together with Mike Dee executes the club’s marketing efforts, specifically oversees the 
club's communications and relations with fans and the community. Steinberg is re- 
sponsible for the public relations, publications, community relations, television and video 
production, ballpark entertainment, advertising, market research, government relations, 
and fan services departments. Prior to joining the Padres, the Baltimore native spent 19 
years with his hometown Orioles, starting at age 17. For six years he was statistician to 
Hall of Fame Manager Earl Weaver, then head of the club’s entertainment, fan services, and public relations 
departments. He created the Orioles’ video productions department in 1985, conceived the final day ceremony 
at Memorial Stadium in 1991, and helped orchestrate Opening Week at Camden Yards in 1992 and All-Star Week 
in 1993. A violinist’s son, Charles was named to the Board of Directors of the resurgent San Diego Symphony in 
September, 1998, and heads its marketing committee. Among his contributions is the symphony’s new, suc- 
cessful “Winter Pops” series. While working for the Orioles, Steinberg graduated from the University of Mary- 
land in 1980, earned a doctorate from the University of Maryland Dental School in 1984, and taught at the 
University through 1987. He served as team dentist for the Orioles and continues to work as a dental consultant 
for the Padres. Charles is single and resides in La Jolla. 


MIKE DEE 
Senior Vice President/Business Affairs 


Mike Dee joined the Padres May 15, 1995 as Director of Corporate Development 
before becoming Vice President/Corporate Development in February, 1998, Senior Vice 
President/Corporate Marketing in March, 1999, and Senior Vice President/Business Af- 
fairs in February, 2001. Dee, who together with Charles Steinberg executes the club's 
marketing efforts, specifically oversees the club's principal revenue streams and busi- 
ness relationships, including corporate marketing and advertising partnerships, broad- 
casting relations, the Padres Baseball Stores, merchandising, ticket and premium seat- 
ing sales, internet business operations, and stadium concessions. Prior to joining the 
Padres, Mike spent 10 years with the Bruning Paint Company in his native Baltimore, the 
last four years as National Sales Director. Mike attended Franklin and Marshall College in Lancaster, PA, where 
he played basketball and earned a degree in government in 1985. Mike and his wife Karen reside in Scripps 
Ranch. They have a son, Spencer, born March 25, 2000, and a dog, Sandee. 


BOB VIZAS 
Senior Vice President/General Counsel 


Senior Vice President Bob Vizas joined the Padres on September 20, 1999. A San 

. Francisco trial lawyer, Vizas came to the Padres with a broad portfolio. He most recently 

was General Counsel for TeraStor, a storage technology company in San Francisco. The 

Washington, D.C., native was also General Counsel of Raychem, of Counsel to Legal 

Strategies Group, and formerly a partner at the law firm of Heller, Ehrman. The 53-year- 

old is a 1968 graduate of the University of Michigan and a 1971 graduate of Yale Law 
School. Bob and his wife, Kathy, live in La Jolla. 


MICHELE ANDERSON 
Vice President/Community Relations 


Michele Anderson, who was named a vice president in March, 1999, joined the 
Padres June 19, 1995, to create and develop the club’s Community Relations Depart- 
ment. Since taking over, she has directed the development of the landmark Padres 
Scholars, Little Padres Parks, and Cindy Matters Fund programs. In addition, the de- 
partment schedules hundreds of good will appearances and donates thousands of Pa- 
dres mementos to worthwhile causes. Prior to joining the Padres, Michele was Con- 
sumer Marketing Manager for the San Diego Union-Tribune. Although born in Los An- 
geles, Anderson grew up in Bellingham, WA, and attended Washington State Univer- 
sity and Western Washington University, where she received a degree in communications in 1989. She and her 
husband Tim are the parents of a son, Brady, and live in Talmadge. 
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ENRIQUE MORONES 
Vice President/Hispanic and International Marketing 


Enrique Morones joined the Padres in September, 1995, as Major League 
Baseball's first Director of Hispanic Marketing. He was promoted to vice president in 
March, 1999, expanding his duties to include multi-cultural and international market- 
ing. A San Diego native, Enrique graduated from St. Augustine High School where he 
played soccer and captained the track and cross country teams. He earned degrees in 
international marketing from San Diego State University and the University of San 
Diego, where he also earned a Masters in executive leadership. Born in San Diego to 
Mexican parents, Enrique on March 20, 1998 became the first U.S. citizen to apply for 
and receive dual nationality under a new Mexican law. Hispanic Business Magazine 
named him one of the 100 most influential Hispanics in the country. From 1995-98, Enrique served as 
President of the San Diego County Hispanic Chamber of Commerce while the organization tripled in size, 
became the largest Hispanic organization in San Diego County, and was the 1998 Hispanic Chamber of the 
year. Enrique serves on the boards of the City of San Diego’s International Affairs and the Mexican Cultural 
Institute. He also serves on the U.S. Secretary of Commerce's District Export Council. Enrique is single and 
lives in downtown San Diego. 


THE THREE PILLARS 


John Moores and Larry Lucchino constructed a Community Relations Department from scratch in 1995, 
building it upon three pillars: children’s education, athletics, and health. The three programs that anchor 
these areas are the Padres Scholars, Little Padres Parks, and The Cindy Matters Fund. 


PADRES SCHOLARS: On June 21, 1995, the club introduced the landmark Padres Scholars program. Pa- 
dres players and owners provide college scholarships for 25 middle schoolers each year. The players donate 
funds that ownership matches dollar for dollar. The sum, $125,000 annually, is awarded as $5,000 scholar- 
ships (plus accrued interest) to 25 academically talented, financially disadvantaged San Diego middle schoolers. 
The students must maintain high standards in academics and citizenship throughout high school to receive 
the scholarship. The program is the first of its kind in professional sports. Since 1998, Qualcomm, Inc., has 
added 5 additional scholarships. Through 2000, the program has awarded 165 children with scholarships 
including $750,000 contributed by the players and owners. The students are now in grades 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 
and college freshmen. While in middle school and high school, the students must remain members of AVID, 
Advancement Via Individual Determination, an internationally renowned college preparatory curriculum that 
began in San Diego in 1980. 


LITTLE PADRES PARKS: On September 20, 1996, the Padres announced their intention to refurbish or 
build 60 baseball fields for kids in the San Diego/Tijuana region. The 60 Little Padres Parks (to honor the 60th 
anniversary of Padres baseball in 1996) include palm trees, manual scoreboards, and big league landscap- 
ing. Members of the community swamped the club with 120 nominations as soon as the program was 
announced, Through February of 2001, 15 parks had been dedicated. 


THE CINDY MATTERS FUND: The Padres established the third pillar of their community effort on April 8, 
1997, when they created The Cindy Matters Fund to fight children’s cancer. The three-part program includes 
fund raising, brightening lives of patients, and honoring the heroes searching for a cure. The Padres have 
raised $550,000 for the UCSD Pediatric Oncology Research Center in the first four years (1997-2000), and 
players have visited area hospitals and spent time before games with VIPs (patients the club calls Very Impor- 
tant Padres) who are able to visit the stadium: The program also includes the Bio-Tech All Stars. At each 
Saturday night home game, the club honors a physician or scientist from San Diego’s burgeoning biotech 
community who is searching for a cure for children’s cancer. The recognition acknowledges that they are our 
community's true heroes. The program was named in memory of a young, inspiring Padres fan, Cindy 
Matters, who battled the disease that ultimately took her life January 18, 1997.

For the past four off-seasons, the Tim Flannery 
Band has performed a series of concerts around south- 
ern California and Arizona, while also traveling to 
Kentucky and Ireland during the 1999-2000 winter.

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


In 1936, when H.W. Lane moved his Pacific 

Coast League franchise, the Hollywood Stars, to San 

Diego, the ballclub needed a new name. On Febru- 

ary 26, 1936, a group of San Diego civic leaders took 

up the issue. Fan polls suggested nicknames like 

the Gaels, but the reference to Scottish Highland- 

ers was already in use by St. Mary's University. An- 

other name considered was the Dons, already the nickname at the Univer- 

sity of San Francisco. Ultimately, it was suggested that the name Padres, 

referring to the pioneering Franciscan priests who brought the first Euro- 

pean settlement to the area, may be appropriate. Lane was also seen as a 

San Diego pioneer, and that parallel led to agreement on the San Diego 
Padres. 

After a successful 33-season PCL run, however, the Padres name was 
nearly abandoned when the city went Major League in 1969. The consensus 
seemed to be that such a dramatic step warranted a clean break from the 
city’s minor league past and a new nickname. In November of 1968, a group 
of 11 club officials gathered in the office of Padres President Buzzie Bavasi. 
Ten of the 11 endorsed a change to a nickname like the Sailors, the Tars, the 
Mariners or the Kings. The lone dissenting voice belonged to owner C. 
Arnholt Smith. Outvoted 10-1, Smith insisted on maintaining the Padres 
moniker because he believed the team had already endeared itself to the city.

Illustrated...the cover proclaimed Tony to be “The Best Hitter Since Ted 
Williams”...Gwynn also joined Hall of Famer Stan Musial on the cover of 
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the July 28 issue of The Sporting News...the cover story centered on a nearly 2-hour conversation about the 
art of hitting the 2 greats shared in St. Louis in July. 


GOT YOU WHERE ! WANT YOU: Led the majors with a .400 batting average with an 0-2 count and a .358 
average with 2 strikes against him...swung and missed on only 8% of his swings, the best-ratio in baseball...put 
58% of his swings into play, 4th-most in the major leagues. 


SUMMARY: Hit .353 to win his 7th career N.L. batting crown and 3rd in a row in helping the Padres to their 
first N.L. West title since 1984...voted to make his 9th All-Star Game start and 12th appearance, but missed the 
game in Philadelphia due to injury...became the 71st major leaguer to reach the 2,500-hit mark August 14 in 
Cincinnati...his game-winning hit September 28 at Los Angeles, in the 2nd-to-last game of the season, clinched 
a post-season berth for the Padres.

THE 1981 DRAFT 


Tony Gwynn was a 3rd-round pick, the 4th player selected by the 
Padres in the regular phase of the 1981 June Free Agent Draft. Incred- 
ibly, Tony was not even the first San Diego State Aztec selected in the 
1981 draft. That honor went to shortstop Bobby Meacham, who was 
taken with the 8th pick in the first round by the Cardinals and went on to 
play 457 games for the Yankees from 1983-88. 

The Padres had a pair of first-round picks, which they spent on Uni- 
versity of Arkansas outfielder Kevin McReynolds (6th overall pick) and 
University of Miami catcher Frank Castro (26th overall pick from the 
Yankees as compensation for free agent outfielder Dave Winfield). 
While McReynolds went on to a successful major league career with 
the Padres, Mets and Royals, Castro peaked at Double-A in 1986, 

In the 2nd round, San Diego selected righthander Bill Long from 
Miami (OH) University. Though he never pitched in San Diego, Long 
won 27 games for the White Sox, Cubs and Expos from 1986-91. 

Finally, Gwynn was selected in the 3rd round. That same day, he 
was chosen by the San Diego Clippers in the 10th round of the NBA 
Draft. 

Other big league standouts to emerge from the ‘81 draft include Joe 
Carter (the Cubs' first-round pick), Mark Langston (the Mariners’ 2nd- 
round pick), Frank Viola (the Twins' 2nd-round pick), Fred McGriff (the 
Yankees’ 9th-round pick), Len Dykstra (the Mets’ 13th-round pick), Sid 
Fernandez (the Dodgers’ 3rd-round pick), Mark Gubicza (the Royals' 
2nd-round pick), Ron Darling (the Rangers’ first-round pick) and John 
Franco (the Dodgers' 5th-round pick). 

Also, Padres bullpen coach Greg Booker was San Diego's 10th-round 
pick that day, Channel 4 Padres broadcaster Mark Grant was selected 
by the Giants with the 10th pick of the first round and Denver Broncos 
quarterback John Elway was the Yankees' 2nd-round pick. 

Among those overlooked altogether on draft day were catcher Mike 
Lavalliere and third baseman Bobby Bonilla, who signed as free agents 
before embarking on their major leage careers.

QUALCOMM STADIUM RAINOUTS 


When the Padres and Mets were rained out on May 12, 1998, it marked only the 15th 
postponement due to rain in San Diego's 30 N.L. seasons, the first since April 20, 1983, a 
span of 1,172 home dates and 1,184 games...the rainout streak was the longest active streak 
in all of baseball and was the longest in Padres history...prior to the washout vs. New York, 
each of the previous 3 rainouts at The Q had occurred with the Braves in town, including 
back-to-back postponements April 28-29, 1980. The only other consecutive rainouts came 
in 1975, when the home opener vs. San Francisco was rained out on April 8 and April 9. 
Heading into 2001, the Padres have played 229 consecutive games at The Q without a 
rainout.

SUMMARY: Won the Clyde McCullough Award as Padres Pitcher of the Year and earned the Chairman's 
Award for community service in his 2nd San Diego season...went 10-8 with a 3.75 ERA in 23 starts despite 
missing 2 months due to surgery to repair an aneurysm under his right armpit...overcame the missed time to 
lead the staff in complete games (4, tied for 8th in the N.L.) and opponents 
average (.239, 9th in the N.L.)...ranked 2nd on the club with 23 starts, 168.0 
innings pitched and 111 strikeouts...averaged 7.30 innings per start, tops in 
the National League among pitchers with at least 20 starts and 2nd to only 
Boston’s Pedro Martinez (7.48) in all of baseball...the Padres went 11-12 in 
his 23 starts and scored a total of only 15 runs in his 8 losses (1.9 per game), 
including a total of 3 runs in his last 4 setbacks...15 of his 23 starts were 
quality starts, a team-best 65 percent. 


OVERCOMING ADVERSITY: Opened the season 3-2 with a 5.21 ERA (22 
ER/38.0 IP) in 6 starts before being diagnosed with an aneurysm near his 
right armpit on May 2...had experienced numbness in the fingers of his 
pitching hand in his first 6 starts, including an 8.1 inning effort May 1 vs. 
Florida, the night before tests revealed he had been pitching with the 
ailment...underwent successful surgery performed by Dr. Ralph Dilley at 
Scripps Clinic, Green Hospital, in San Diego on May 4 and, after a pair of 
minor league rehab appearances, returned July 2 and went 7-6 with a 3.32 
ERA (48 ER/130.0 IP) over his final 17 starts...worked 8.0 strong innings ina 
no-decision in his first post-surgery start July 2 vs. Colorado, allowing 2 
runs on 9 hits...walked one and fanned 5...averaged 6.1 innings in 6 starts 
before surgery and 7.2 innings after...in 17 starts after his return, lasted at 
least 7.0 innings 14 times.

A BULLPEN’S BEST FRIEND: Worked at least 6.0 innings in 21 of 23 starts, including the last 18 in a 
row...worked at least 7.0 innings 17 times and at least 8.0 innings 11 times...completed at least 8.0 innings in 
9 of his final 12 starts...has worked at least 5.0 innings in 36 of his last 37 starts since July 22, 1999 (4.1 innings, 
April 10, 2000 vs. Arizona)...in that span, has worked at least 7.0 innings 25 times, 15 times in his last 18 
starts...has lasted 8.0 or more innings in 14 of 27 starts since September 13, 1999...in 2000, allowed just a .206 
average (26-for-126) from the 7th inning on...opponents hit just .214 (12-for-56) in close-and-late situations.

WOODY AND WIKI: Wiki Gonzalez started behind the plate for 22 of his Williams’ 23 starts (all but his first, 
April 5 at New York)...in those 22 games, Williams was 9-8 with a 3.89 ERA (70 ER/162.0 IP)...in their 2 seasons 
as Padres teammates, Woody has gone 16-8 with a 3.61 ERA (85 ER/212.0 IP) with Wiki behind the plate and 
6-12 with a 4.76 ERA (87 ER/164.1 IP) with all other catchers behind the plate...they have teamed to gun down 
7 of 16 opponents trying to steal over the last 2 seasons, 44 percent. 


AT THE PLATE: Batted .259 (15-for-58) with 4 doubles, a homer, 9 RBI and 10 runs scored...hit .273 (15-for-55) 
as a pitcher but went 0-for-3 as a pinch hitter (July 26 vs. San Francisco, August 23 vs. New York and August 
29 at Chicago)...ranked 3rd in average among major league pitchers with at least 40 plate appearances, 
trailing teammate Adam Eaton (.289) and the Mets’ Mike Hampton (.278)...ranked 5th among pitcher in hits, tied 
for 2nd in extra-base hits (5) and tied for 3rd in RBI (9)...registered the first two 3-hit games of his career: going 
3-for-3 with a double, a homer and 2 RBI July 20 at San Francisco and 3-for-4 with an RBI September 6 vs. 
Milwaukee...was 7-for-10 with 2 doubles, a homer and 4 RBI over a 4-start stretch July 2-25... dy's 5th- 
inning 2-run homer off Kirk Rueter July 30 at San Francisco was the first of his career and the first hit by a 
Padres pitcher in 629 at-bats since Joey Hamilton took Brian Bohanon deep on July 12, 1998 at Dodger 
Stadium...Woody’s homer ended what had been the 2nd-longest drought in the N.L...only Pittsburgh’s hurlers 
had gone longer without a home run. 


INSIDE THE NUMBERS: Threw 2,591 pitches in his 23 starts, an average of 112.7 per start and 15.42 per 
inning...only Livan Hernandez of the Giants and Randy Johnson of the D-Backs averaged more pitches per

WOODY AND WIKI: Went 7-0 with a 2.70 ERA (15 ER/50.0 IP) with Wiki Gonzalez behind the plate...base 
stealers were 0-for-5 against the duo. 


Q, SWEET @Q: Finished 5-3 with a 3.63 ERA (36 ER/89.1 IP) in 14 starts at The Q and is 6-9 with a 4.99 ERA (66 
ER/119.0 IP) in 19 starts on the road...allowed 23 of his 33 home runs away from home.

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The Padres concluded the 2000 season with a 76-86 record, last in the N.L. West, 21.0 
games behind division champion San Francisco...after opening the season 13-23 in 36 games through May 13, 
the Padres played .500 ball (63-63) the rest of the way. 


v 13 games below .500 at 45-58 on July 29, the Padres had climbed back within 3 games of the break-even 
mark at 71-74 on September 11 before dropping 12 of their final 17 games. 


v The Padres finished 6-27 (.182) against 2000 division champions San Francisco (5-7), St. Louis (0-9), Atlanta 
(1-8) and Oakland (0-3)...San Diego was 70-59 (.543) against all other opponents. 


v The club’s 76-86 final record included a 40-23 (.635) record against clubs that finished with sub-.500 records 
(22-9 at home and 18-14 on the road) and a 36-63 (.364) 
mark against teams that finished the season with better- 
than-.500 records (19-31 at home and 17-32 on the 
road),..San Diego finished 6-3 against the National League 
champion Mets, who, along with the Reds (5-4), were one 
of only 2 clubs that finished above .500 against whom the 
Padres posted a winning record. 


56 players (29 pitchers and 27 posi- 
tion players) appeared in at least one game for the 2000 
Padres, matching the major league record for most play- 
ers used in a single-season, which had been set by the 
Philadelphia Athletics in 1915...the previous N.L. record of 
54 had been held by the 1967 Mets and the ‘96 Phillies...the 
previous club mark was 48, set in 1991.

v 114 of the Padres’ 162 games (70 percent) during the 2000 season were 
started by pitchers who were 27 or younger on Opening Day...84 of the 162 
(52 percent) were started by pitchers who were 25 or younger on Opening 
Day. 


The 2000 Padres sent 23 players (12 pitchers) to the Dis- 
abled List, including 9 players who went on the 60-Day D.L...the 23 com- 
bined to miss 1,408 games. 


The Padres topped 700 runs scored for the 
5th time in their history, the 5th year in a row...San Diego’s 752 runs scored 
were the 3rd-most in club annals: the Friars scored 795 runs in 1997 and 771 
en route to the 1996 N.L. West title...the Padres’ 157 home runs were also 
3rd-most in their history...the Padres slugged 172 in 1970 and 167 on their 
way to the N.L. championship in 1998. 
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En route to his 2nd consecutive team MVP Award, 3B 
Phil Nevin slammed 31 home runs (tied for 9th-most in club 
history) and drove in 107 runs (7th-most in franchise an- 
nals), the 9th player in Padres history to reach the 30-homer 
and 100-RBI marks in a single season...Nevin batted .303 to 
become the 3rd Padre ever to lead the team in all 3 Triple 
Crown categories. 


An All-Star for the 3rd 
consecutive season, Trevor Hoffman further cemented his 
status as one of the elite closers in baseball history with 43 
saves and a 2.99 ERA in 70 appearances...with the 2nd- 
highest save total of his career (3rd-highest in Padres his- 
tory), he ranked 2nd in the major leagues, 2 behind Antonio 
Alfonseca, who saved 45 games for the Marlins... Trevor 
tied major league records with his 4th 40-save season, his 
3rd consecutive 40-save season and his 6th consecutive 
season with 30 or more saves...he climbed to 14th on the 
major league career saves list with 271 saves in 309 oppor- 
tunities, a major league-record .877 career save 
percentage...his 70 appearances matched his 1996 and 1997 
career bests. 


The Padres drew 2,423,149 fans to Qual-

September 16-19: Ken Caminiti becomes the first player in M.L. history to homer from both 
sides of the plate in the same game 3 times in a season, the first 2 on consecutive nights. November 17: 
Scouting Director Kevin Towers is named general manager, replacing Randy Smith. Highlights: The club's 
9 grand slams tie the N.L. mark set in 1929 by Chicago. Tony Gwynn wins his 6th batting title with a .368 
average. The Padres are the most improved team in the National League (5th in the majors), finishing with a 
.486 winning percentage (70-74), an increase of .084 from their .402 percentage (47-70) in 1994. 


1996 
June 21-July 27: Newly acquired John Flaherty hits in 27 consecutive games, the 2nd-longest streak in 
Padres history and, at the time, the 2nd-longest ever by a catcher. July 9: In Philadelphia, Ken Caminiti 
becomes the first Padre to hit a home run in the All-Star Game. July 27: The visiting Padres score a club- 
record 20 runs to defeat Florida 20-12 in a 4-hour, 10-minute marathon, the longest 9-inning night game in N.L. 
history. August 3: A then club-record and 1996 N.L.-high 55,412 fans attend the Padres-Marlins game at Jack 
Murphy Stadium. August 16-18: The Padres make baseball history in Monterrey, Mexico by hosting the 
New York Mets in La Primera Serie, the first major league regular season games played outside the United 
States or Canada. September 19-22: A 4-game series at the Murph with Los Angeles draws a club-record 
197,225 fans, including 3 advance sellouts (the first non-Opening Day sellouts in club history). September 
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27-29: Down 2 games with 3 to play, the Padres sweep the 
Dodgers in Los Angeles to win the 2nd division title in club 
history. October 1-5: The Cardinals sweep 3 games from 
the Padres in the N.L. Division Series. Highlights: Ken 
Caminiti sets club records with 40 home runs and 130 RBI 
and becomes the 4th player to win the N.L. Most Valuable 
Player Award in a unanimous vote. Bruce Bochy becomes 
the first Padre to win the N.L. Manager of the Year Award. 
Tony Gwynn hits .353 to win his 7th batting title. The Pa- 
dres' 91-71 record is, at the time, 2nd-best in team history.

April 1: In front of the earliest Opening Day sellout crowd 
since 1985, the Padres explode for an 11-run 6th inning en 
route to a 12-5 win over the Mets. The inning established a 
20th Century N.L. record for runs scored in an inning on 
Opening Day. Chris Gomez, Rickey Henderson and Quilvio 
Veras slug consecutive home runs to highlight the inning. 
April 19-20: The Padres host the St. Louis Cardinals in 
the Padres Paradise Series at Aloha Stadium in Honolulu, 
HI, dropping 2 of 3 games. June 23: Trevor Hoffman 
slams the door on the Giants to pass Rollie Fingers and 
become the Padres all-time save leader with 109. August KEN CAMINITI 

29: 60,230 fans, the largest crowd in the majors in 1997, watch a 3-1 loss to the Angels. September 5: Andy 
Ashby's bid for the first no-hitter in Padres history ends when Atlanta's Kenny Lofton leads off the 9th with a fly 
ball single to right. December 15: Padres acquire All-Star right-hander Kevin Brown from the Marlins ina 
4-player trade. Highlights: Tony Gwynn bats .372 to win his 8th batting title, tying Honus Wagner's N.L. 
record. Gwynn's 220 hits and 49 doubles establish Padres records. The Friars set club records with 795 runs 
scored, 1,519 hits, 761 RBI, 2,282 total bases and 604 bases on balls. 


The Padres win a club-record 98 regular season games en route to their 2nd National League championship. 
San Diego beats the Astros and Braves in a pair of thrilling N.L. playoff series before falling to the Yankees in 
the World Series. July 25: Trevor Hoffman closes out the Astros to convert his M.L. record-tying 41st 
consecutive save. September 10: With a 4th-inning strikeout of the Dodgers’ Trenidad Hubbard, his 232nd 
of the year, Kevin Brown becomes the Padres’ single-season K 
King. He'd go on to fan 257, 2nd-most in the N.L. September 
12: In front of 60,823 at The Q, the Padres overcome a 7-0 deficit 
in an 8-7 win over the Dodgers, clinching their 2nd division title in 
3 seasons. September 27: On the season's final day, Greg 
Vaughn becomes the 28th player in history to hit 50 home runs in 
a season when he goes deep in his final regular season at-bat at 
Arizona. September 29: Kevin Brown fans a Division Series- 
record 16 to outduel Randy Johnson for a 2-1 series-opening win 
against the Astros.

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TONY GWYNW’S 3,000TH HIT, AUGUST 6, 1999 AT MONTREAL 


En route to a 74-88 finish, the Padres topped 2.5 million in home attendance for the 2nd consecutive season 
and celebrated the greatest individual career milestone in franchise history, when Tony Gwynn collected his 
3,000th career hit August 6 in Montreal. With 18 players making their Padres debut and 13 rookies wearing a 
Padres uniform at one time or another, fans previewed the club’s future with their first extended looks at Matt 
Clement, Ben Davis and others. March 29: Only days before breaking spring camp, General Manager Kevin 
Towers acquires third baseman Phil Nevin from Anaheim. Nevin will take over at third base at mid-season en 
route to slamming 24 homers and leading the club with 85 RBI. June 10: Trevor Hoffman strikes out all 3 men 
he faces to preserve a 2-1 win over Oakland at The Q, the 200th save of his major league career. Hoffman, who 
led the majors by converting 40 of 43 save chances, became the franchise's all-time appearance leader 12 
days later. June 18-July 2: The Padres establish a club record by winning 14 consecutive games, climbing 
from 25-38 to 39-38 in the process. June 28: In an 8-7 win over the Rockies at The Q, San Diego steals a club- 
record 9 bases, 5 by Damian Jackson to equal the franchise best. August 6: Tony Gwynn becomes the 22nd 
player in history to reach 3,000 career hits with a first-inning single to right-center on a 1-2 pitch from 
Montreal's Dan Smith at Olympic Stadium. He finishes the milestone night 4-for-5, igniting a 12-10 win. 
Highlights: Led by Reggie Sanders (36), Damian Jackson (34), Eric Owens (32) and Quilvio Veras (30)--the 
first quartet of 30-stolen base players in club history--the Padres lead the majors with 174 steals. 


A major league record-tying 56 players, including an N.L. record 29 pitchers, appeared in at least one game 
for the 76-86 Padres. The club endured 23 disabled players missing 1,408 games, creating opportunities for 
numerous young players to make their mark. 17 rookies, 8 of them pitchers, appeared with 11 players making 
their major league debuts. Highlights: Team MVP Phil Nevin becomes the 3rd Padres to lead the club in 
batting (.303), homers (31) and RBI (107) in a single season. He’s the 9th San Diego player to top 30 homers 
and 100 RBI in the same year...Despite being limited to 36 games due to left knee problems, Tony Gwynn bats 
.323, setting an N.L. record with his 18th straight .300 season...With 43 saves, Trevor Hoffman ties Major 
League marks with his 3rd straight 40-save season and his 6th consecutive 30-save campaign.

JERRY COLEMAN RAK-RAY KROC 35-RANDY JONES 42-JACKIE ROBINSON 
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Four men have been inducted into the San Diego Padres Hall of Fame since it was created to honor the 
club’s 30th anniversary in 1999. The inaugural class of ‘99 included Randy Jones, Nate Colbert and Ray Kroc. 
In 2000, outfielder Dave Winfield was the lone inductee. 

Jones, the Cy Young Award winner in 1976, was a two-time 20-game winner and 
is still a popular Padres icon today. Colbert, the club's first great slugger, remains the 
Padres’ all-time home run king. Kroc was the beloved owner who saved the franchise 
from moving to Washington, D.C. Elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
2001, Winfield was one of the defining stars of the franchise's first decade. 

The San Diego Padres Hall of Fame honors players, coaches and executives who 
have contributed to the organization's growth and success since San Diego broke into 
the major leagues in 1969. Voting among a 24-member committee is based on the 
rules necessary to be elected in the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
N.Y. Eventually, the San Diego Padres Hall of Fame will be housed at San Diego's 
new ballpark. 

Randy Jones was the first Padres player to win a coveted Cy Young award and 
earned tremendous popularity among Padres fans, a relationship that remains strong. 
Jones, a left-hander who won the Cy Young in 1976 after going 22-14 with a 2.74 ERA 
and 25 complete games, remains the club leader in innings pitched (1,765.0), starts 
(253), complete games (71) and shutouts (18). Jones was an All-Star in 1975 and ‘76, 
establishing a unique rapport with Padres fans, who gave him a standing ovation as he 
approached the mound for every start. Jones remains an active ambassador for 
Padres baseball in the community, making dozens of appearances annually and run- 
ning his popular Randy Jones Ballpark Barbecue at Qualcomm Stadium. 

Nate Colbert became the first bona fide star to wear a Padres uniform, becoming 
one of the game’s premier power hitters of the early 1970s. The first baseman made 
three All-Star appearances (1971-73) and led the team in home runs the first five years 
of its existence. Colbert's greatest achievement stands as one of the all-time best days 
a player has had in the major leagues. On August 1, 1972, Colbert hit five home runs 
and drove in 13 runs ina doubleheader in Atlanta. The RBI total established a record 
that still stands, and the five home runs tied Stan Musial’s 1954 major league mark. 

Ray Kroc bought the Padres franchise on January 25, 1974, when the club literally 
had its boxes packed and was ready to move to Washington, D.C. An entrepreneur 
who created the McDonald's fast-food empire, Kroc established then and there that the 
Padres would remain in San Diego. He oversaw the club's rise from a perennial loser 
in the standings and at the gate to a viable franchise that eventually would win the 
National League pennant in 1984. After topping out at 644,272 before he purchased 
the club, the Padres drew more than 1 million fans every year except the strike- 
shortened 1981 season, and the team on the field grew to respectability, earning its 
first winning record in 1978. Kroc died in January 1984 and didn’t get to see his team 
reach the World Series that year — though the club carried an “RAK” emblem its 
uniform that season. Kroc’s wife, Joan, assumed the role of owner after his death until 
her sale of the club in 1990. 

Dave Winfield jumped directly into the Padres lineup off the University of Minne- 
sota campus in 1973. In eight Padres seasons, he was named to four N.L. All-Star 
teams (1977-80), led the club in home runs five times (1976-80) and paced the team in WINFIELD 
RBI six times (1974-75, 1977-80). The team MVP in 1978 and 1979, Winfield batted 
.284 with 154 homers, 626 RBI and 133 stolen bases for San Diego, the start of a 22-year major league career, 
which culminated in his election to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in January. Winfield will be inducted 
into the Hall of Fame August 5, marking the fourth time a former Padres has reached Cooperstown. He'll join 
Willie McCovey, Gaylord Perry and Rollie Fingers in the Hall of Fame.

The Padres have topped 2.4 million in home attendnace the last 3 seasons for the 
first time in franchise history. The club set an all-time franchise attendance record in 
1998, attracting 2,555,901 to Qualcomm Stadium in 79 dates, an average of 32,353 per 
opening. Including post-season play, when the club drew 447,036 for 7 games (an 
average of 63,862 per game), the Padres attracted 3,002,937 to The OQ during their run to 
the National League championship. 


2000 marked the 7th time the Padres have topped the 2 million mark, including each 
of the last 5 seasons. The Padres are one of 13 M.L. teams that have drawn at least 2 


million each of the last 4 years. Seven of those 13 play in new ballparks (the Braves, 
Orioles, Indians, Rockies, Mariners, Rangers and Blue Jays). Three play in classic old- 
time ballparks (the Red Sox, Yankees and Cubs). The Padres, Cardinals and Dodgers 
round out the exclusive club. 

Heading into 2001, the Padres have drawn 47,679,450 fans in 2,531 home openings, 
an average of 18,838 per opening.

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The Padres are 14-18 on Opening Day, 8-7 in season openers played at home, 6-10 on the road and 0-1 in 
season openers played at a neutral site (an 8-2 loss to the Rockies in 1999 in Monterrey, Mexico). 

The Padres had won a club-record 4 consecutive Qualcomm Stadium openers before an 8-4 loss to Arizona 
last season. San Diego had only won 3 in a row only once previously, between 1984 and 1986. The Padres 
are 16-16 in home openers, with wins in 6 of the last 8. They have opened the season at home 15 times (most 
recently in 1997) but only 5 times since 1985. They are 9-6 in season openers in Mission Valley.

LATE NIGHT IN PHILADELPHIA 


The Padres made major league history on July 2, 1993 in Phila- 
delphia with a twi-night doubleheader that lasted until 4:40 a.m. the 
following morning. The start of the first game, scheduled for 4:35 
p.m., was delayed by one hour and 10 minutes by rain. During the 
game, there were two more delays that totaled 4 hours and 44 


minutes before play was resumed just before midnight. After 5 
hours and 54 minutes of rain delays and a game time of 2:34, game 
one, a 5-2 Padres win, concluded at 1:03 a.m. Game 2 started at 
1:28 a.m. and went 10 innings before the Phillies won 6-5. The 
game-winning run crossed the plate at 4:40 a.m. It is the latest a 
major league game has ever ended. The previous mark was 3:55 
a.m. when the Mets and Braves played into the wee hours on July 
4-5, 1985.

LOGE LAUNCHES 
Second-Deck Home Runs at Qualcomm Stadium 


There have been a total of 28 home runs hit into the 2nd deck (Loge Level) at Qualcomm Stadium, 27 into 
the 2nd deck in left field and one into the 2nd deck in right, which was added as part of the 1997 Chargers 
stadium expansion. The total includes 3 Loge Launched in 2000 and a record 7 in 1998. 

In 2000, Phil Nevin and John Mabry became the first players to hit back-to-back Loge Launches August 22 
off the Mets’ Pat Mahomes. Mabry's 415-foot blast was the first 2nd deck homer to right field. The lone 
opponent to reach the Loge Level in 2000 was St. Louis’ Mark McGwire, who, with a 451-foot blow off Matt 
Clement on June 12, joined Mike Piazza as the only opponent to hit 2 career Loge Launches. 

On their way to shattering Roger Maris’ single-season home run record, both McGwire (July 20, 1998) 
and Sammy Sosa (September 16, 1998) reached the Loge Level in 1998. But it was then Padre Greg Vaughn, 
the only man to ever reach the Loge more than twice, who stole the show, turning the trick twice in 1998 (as 
he had also done in 1997). Vaughn reached the 2nd deck on May 13, 1998 vs. New York and on July 20, 1998 
vs. St. Louis. That night marked the first time the feat had been accomplished twice in the same game, as 
Vaughn and McGwire matched each other.

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1984 NATIONAL LEAGUE 
CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES 


The Padres rewrote the National League history book in 1984, 
becoming the first team in N.L.C.S. play and only the second team in 
Championship Series history to come back from an 0-2 deficit to win the 
series. (The 1982 Milwaukee Brewers had accomplished the feat in the 
A.L.C.S.) 

The Chicago Cubs were not friendly hosts in the opening two 
games at Wrigley Field, clobbering a total of six home runs, five in the 
first game, to take the contests, 13-0 and 4-2. But the Padres returned 
home following Game 2 to a throng of thousands at San Diego/Jack 
Murphy Stadium, showing the players that a 10th man existed for the 
final three games of the set. Consecutive record crowds filled the 
stadium as the Padres swept the trio of home games to move into San 
Diego's first-ever World Series. 

There were plenty of heroes during the N.L.C.S., but no star shined 
brighter than veteran first baseman Steve Garvey, who batted .400 (8- 
for-20) in the five games. It was his 4-for-5 performance in Game 4, 
which included a dramatic two-run home run off Cubs relief ace Lee 
Smith in the bottom of the ninth, that paved the way to his second career 
N.L.C.S. Most Valuable Player Award. Craig Lefferts earned wins in the final two games of the series to lead 
the mound corps. 

The Padres rallied from a three-run deficit in the fifth game to take a 6-3 decision and earn the right to face 
the American League champion Detroit Tigers, who had set down Kansas City in three straight, after going 
wire-to-wire to win the A.L. East. 


STEVE GARVEY 


1984 WORLD SERIES 


San Diego's first trip to the World Series was a rough one as the Padres ran head-on into the team with 
baseball's best overall record in 1984, the Detroit Tigers. The Tigers went wire-to-wire to win the A.L. East. 
After a 31-5 start, Sparky Anderson's club finished the regular season with a 104-58 record, then disposed of 
the Kansas City Royals in three consecutive games in the 
A.L.C.S., while the Padres and Cubs went to the limit for the 
National League flag. 

Both contests at San Diego/Jack Murphy Stadium were 
close, with the Tigers taking the opener, 3-2, and the Padres 
tying the series with a 5-3 win in Game 2. Kurt Bevacqua was 
the hero in the lone San Diego victory, going 3-for-4 with a fifth- 
inning three-run home run off loser Dan Petry. Bevacqua, af- 
forded the opportunity to play because the American League’s 
designated hitter rule was in effect for the ‘84 Fall Classic, took 
full advantage of his chance, hitting at a .412 (7-for-17) clip with 
two doubles, two homers and four RBI in the series. Andy 
Hawkins, who allowed only one run in 12.0 innings of work in 
three World Series relief appearances, earned the Game 2 
victory, working 5.1 innings of one-hit, shutout relief, as the 
Padres overcame a 3-0 first-inning deficit. 

Following the Padres' Game 2 victory, the scene shifted to 
Detroit for what turned out to be the final three games of the 
series. The hometown Tigers did not disappoint their faithful, 
riding the red-hot bat of World Series MVP Kirk Gibson to a 
sweep of the final trio of contests and winning the fourth World 


KURT BEVACQUA Championship in club history. 
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After winning the West on the last day of the regular season, the 
Padres faced the N.L. Central champion Cardinals in the Division Se- 
ries. St. Louis swept the best-of-five series, outscoring the Padres by 
only 5 runs (15-10) in three hotly contested games. 

In the opener at Busch Stadium, Gary Gaetti reached Joey Hamil- 
ton for a three-run home run with two outs in the first inning. Todd 
Stottlemyre, Rick Honeycutt and Dennis Eckersley made the lead stand 
up for a 3-1 victory. Rickey Henderson led off the sixth inning with a 
homer for the only Padres run, as San Diego could not convert on 
opportunities to tie the score in the seventh and ninth innings. 

Game 2 was decided in a dramatic eighth inning. The Padres, 
who had earlier trailed 1-0 and 4-1, entered the eighth down, 4-3. After 
Scott Livingstone and Henderson reached to open the inning, Tony 
Gwynn, batting against Honeycutt, sacrificed the runners over. A 
Steve Finley groundout tied the score, but the go-ahead run was 
stranded at third base. In the bottom of the inning, the Cardinals 
scored the winning run without managing a base hit. Tom Pagnozzi's 
slow liner off Trevor Hoffman's glove plated Brian Jordan to make the 
score 5-4, Eckersley saved his second consecutive game, and the 
Padres returned to San Diego in a 2-0 hole--the identical situation they 
faced 12 years earlier before sweeping three in a row from the Cubs in 
the franchise's only previous N.L. Championship Series appearance. 


Until the very end, Game 3 looked a lot like 1984. A sellout crowd

of 53,899 at Jack Murphy Stadium cheered wildly as the Padres climbed back from 1-0 and 5-4 deficits. 
St. Louis pushed across a run in the first and was threatening to do more damage when first baseman Archi 


Cianfrocco gunned down Ron Gant at 
the plate to complete an inning-ending 
double play. The Padres took a 2-1 lead 
in the second before Ken Caminiti added 
a solo home run in the third. With the 
Cardinals up 5-4 after 7 1/2 innings, the 
San Diego third baseman put the final 
touch on his MVP season, drilling a 
Honeycutt delivery over the right- 
centerfield wall for his third homer of 
the series, a game-tying shot. 

Just as visions of San Diego's stir- 
ring 1984 playoff comeback were re- 
kindled in the hearts and minds of the 
capacity crowd, the Cardinals' Brian Jor- 
dan took control of the game with his 
glove and bat, ending the Padres’ magi- 
cal season. With two outs in the eighth 
and pinch runner Luis Lopez on second 
base, Jody Reed lined what appeared to 
be a go-ahead single toward right-cen- 
ter, but Jordan raced over and dove head- 
first to spear the ball and end the in- 
ning. 

In the top of the 9th, Jordan broke 
a 5-5 tie with a crushing two-run homer 
to left. Eckersley came on one final time 
and, as Caminiti waited in the on-deck 
circle, retired Finley for the final out. 
Despite the heartbreaking loss, San Di- 
ego fans stood and cheered the Padres, 
who returned to the field from the club- 
house and in turn recognized the fans 
for keeping the faith during an unfor- 
gettable 1996 season. 


FAITH REWARDED 
The Padres' Incredible 1996 Season 


The Padres capped their most exciting regular season ever with a 
stunning 3-game sweep of the Dodgers in Los Angeles September 27- 
29 to capture the second National League West Division title in the 28- 
year history of the franchise. Down 2 games with 3 to play, the Padres 
headed up the freeway needing to sweep the Dodgers for the flag. Ken 
Caminiti won the September 27 series opener with a 10th-inning double 
as San Diego clinched at least a tie for the wild card berth, taking a 5- 
2 decision. Tony Gwynn was the hero the following day, breaking a 2- 
2 tie in the 8th with a 2-run single as the Padres assured themselves of 
a post-season spot with a 4-2 win. Not since 1908 had an N.L. (divi- 
sion) title been decided in a head-to-head matchup on the last day of 
the season, but that's exactly what happened between the Padres and 
Dodgers. In the regular season finale, Chris Gwynn's 2-run pinch- 
double in the 11th inning gave the Padres a 2-0 lead and Trevor 
Hoffman saved his third game in as many days, nailing down the N.L. 
West. On September 30, 1995, the Padres had been forced to watch the 
Dodgers celebrate their division title on the Jack Murphy Stadium 
field. One day short of a year later, the Padres returned the favor, 
celebrating their first division championship since 1984 at Dodger 
Stadium. 


In addition to the National League West crown, several Padres 
took home prestigious individual honors. Third baseman Ken Caminiti 
was a unanimous selection as the N.L. Most Valuable Player after 
batting .326 with a club-record 40 homers and 126 RBI. Skipper Bruce 
Bochy won both BBWAA and The Sporting News' Manager of the Year 
honors. Tony Gwynn hit .353 to win his seventh N.L. batting title, his 
third in a row. Trevor Hoffman was named The Sporting News' N.L. 
Fireman of the Year, and both Caminiti and Steve Finley won their 2nd 
consecutive Rawlings' Gold Glove Awards. 
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4 Post-Season History, 1998 


1998 NATIONAL LEAGUE DIVISION SERIES 


After winning the National League West by 9 1/2 games, the Padres faced the Central Division champion 
Houston Astros, winners of 102 regular season games, in the Division Series. The order was tall, and the 
prospect of facing 6-foot-10 Astros ace Randy Johnson twice in the best-of-5 series made it all the more 
daunting. But as they had throughout their 98-win season, the Padres met the challenge. 


The tone was set in the series opener, an epic 
pitcher's duel between Padres ace Kevin Brown and 
Johnson. As good as Johnson was, Brown was better, 
fanning a Division Series record 16 batters and allowing 
only 2 hits in 8.0 shutout innings. The game was score- 
less into the 6th, when Tony Gwynn doubled and scored 
ona sacrifice fly by Jim Leyritz. With Brown rolling, the 
Padres padded their lead in the 8th on a Greg Vaughn 
solo home run. Houston broke through with an unearned 
run off Trevor Hoffman in the 9th, but when the San 
Diego closer induced Car! Everett to fly out to center to 
end the game, the Padres had their first playoff win since 
1984. 


Game 2 was another nail biter at the Astrodome, 
and Houston carried a 4-2 lead into the 9th. With hard- 
throwing closer Billy Wagner on the mound and 2 outs, 
however, Jim Leyritz launched a long fly ball down the 
right field line that somehow bent fair for an improbable 
game-tying 2-run homer. The Astros pushed across the 
winning run on a Bill Spiers single in the bottom of the 
inning, but the Padres had escaped Houston with a split 
and returned home looking to close out the series. 
ssh of more than 3,000 awaited the Padres KEVIN BROWN FANNED 16 TO BEAT 

'y returned to The Q from Houston near midnight 
after Game 2. Their enthusiasm offered a lift as well as RANDY JOHNSON IN GAME 1 


an early indication of the support to come throughout the post-season. 65,235 packed The Q for the critical 
Game 3. Bruce Bochy's gamble to send Brown back to the mound on only 3 days rest paid off, as the 
righthander limited the Astros to a run on 3 hits over 6.2 innings. Jim Leyritz continued his October heroics 
with a tie-breaking solo home run in the 7th, and after Trevor Hoffman struck out the side in the 9th, the Padres 
were one win away from the N.L.C.S. with a 2-1 win. 


With their backs against the wall, the Astros came back with ace Johnson in Game 4. Although he pitched 
another gem, for the second time in the series he would be outpitched. This time, Sterling Hitchcock did the 
honors, allowing just one run on 3 hits over 6.0 innings, walking none and striking out 11. The Padres got on 
the board first on another Leyritz homer, a solo shot to start the 2nd. Leading 2-1 in the 8th, San Diego iced the 
series with a 2-run triple by John Vander Wal and a 2-run homer by Wally Joyner. Hoffman worked a 1-2-3 9th, 
setting off the celebration for 64,898 fans. The Padres would face the Braves in the N.L.C.S. with the 6-1 
victory. 


1998 NATIONAL LEAGUE 
CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES 


The Braves had been the Team of the '90's in the National League, and after 106 regular season wins and 
a sweep of the Cubs in the Division Series they looked stronger than ever in 1998. With a starting rotation full 
of Cy Young Award winners and the home-field advantage, Atlanta was given a considerable edge heading 
into the N.L.C.S. 


The Padres had not played in the N.L.C.S. in 14 years, and their return was delayed even longer by 
Mother Nature as the start of the series opener at Turner Field was delayed 2:01 by rain. When the game 
finally did get started, it was 10:16 p.m. Not only did Game 1 start late, but it also ended late as the Padres

needed a 10th-inning solo home run from 
Ken Caminiti to pull out a 3-2 series- 
opening victory. Starter Andy Ashby 
limited Atlanta to a run on 5 hits over 
7.0 innings. Tony Gwynn went 2-for-5 
with an RBI, and Carlos Hernandez 
added a pair of hits. 


With Kevin Brown taking the ball in 
Game 2, suddenly the underdog Padres 
had achance to accomplish the unthink- 
able: a sweep in Atlanta. Brown did not 
disappoint, continuing his post-season 
mastery with a complete game 3-hit shut- 
out. He fanned 11. Quilvio Veras had 3 
hits and an RBI as the Friars headed 
home up 2 games to none. 


After out-pitching John Smoltz and Tom 
Glavine in Games 1 and 2, the Padres 
matched Sterling Hitchcock against 4- 
time Cy Young winner Greg Maddux in 
Game 3, looking for a commanding 3 
games to none lead. Hitch and 4 reliev- 
ers combined to allow just one run on 8 
hits and strike out 12, as the Padres won 
again, 4-1, this time in front of 62,779 
crazed fans at The Q. Trailing 2-1, the 
Braves had one last chance in the 8th 
with the bases loaded and 2 outs, but 
Trevor Hoffman came on from the pen 
to fan Javy Lopez and move San Diego 

: . to within one win of a trip to the World 
WITH WINS IN GAMES 3 AND 6, STERLING HITCHCOCK Series. 
EARNED N.L.C.S. MVP HONORS The Braves refused to go down without 


a fight, however. An Andres Galaragga grand slam capped a 6-run 7th, as Atlanta rallied for an 8-3 win in 
Game 4. The Braves then sent the series back to Atlanta with a stirring 7-6 win in Game 5. The key blow: a 3- 
run 8th-inning homer by Michael Tucker off Kevin Brown, who had come out of the bullpen to try to protect a 
4-2 lead. The long ball capped a 5-run 8th, and the Braves hung on for a 7-6 win. 


Back at Turner Field, Sterling Hitchcock took it upon himself to assure that the Braves would not become 
the first team in post-season history to overcome a 3 games to none deficit. The eventual N.L.C.S. MVP struck 
out 8 in 5.0 innings of 2-hit shutout ball. Locked in a scoreless duel with Tom Glavine, the Padres exploded for 
5 in the 6th. Brian Boehringer, Mark Langston, Joey Hamilton and Trevor Hoffman then combined for 4.0 
innings of no-hit, no-run relief, as the Padres advanced to their second World Series with a 5-0 win. 


1998 WORLD SERIES 


As they did in their first World Series appearance 14 years earlier, the Padres ran into a club coming off 
of one of the greatest seasons in major league history when they faced the New York Yankees in the Fall 
Classic. In 1984, the Detroit Tigers had raced out to a 35-5 start en route to 104 regular season wins and an 
eventual Series victory over San Diego. This time around, the Yankees had tied an American League record 
with 114 regular season wins before making quick work of the Rangers and Indians in the A.L. playoffs. 
Although the Padres would go down in 4 consecutive games, they would not go down without a fight. 


After falling behind 2-0 after 2 innings in the series opener at Yankee Stadium, the Friars stormed to a 5- 
2 lead on a 2-run homer off the bat of Greg Vaughn in the 3rd and back-to-back long balls by Tony Gwynn (a 
2-run shot) and Vaughn in the 5th. The lead held up until the 7th inning, when New York exploded for 7 runs 
on 2 swings of the bat. Chuck Knoblauch tied the game with a 3-run homer, then, 5 batters later, after taking 
a close 2-2, 2-out pitch for ball 3, Tino Martinez stugged a grand slam as the Yanks went on to a 9-6 Series- 
opening win. 
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GREG VAUGHN’S 2-RUN HOMER HELPED THE PADRES JUMP OUT TO A 5-2 LEAD IN GAME 1 
AT YANKEE STADIUM IN THEIR FIRST WORLD SERIES APPEARANCE IN 14 YEARS 


The late-inning momentum carried into Game 2 for the Bronx Bombers, who turned the Padres away in the top of the first 
when Paul O'Neill robbed Wally Joyner of extra-bases with a circus catch against the wall with 2 on and 2 out. New York then 
plated 9 runs on 14 hits in the first 5 innings on the way to a 9-3 win and a commanding 2 games to none lead heading back to 
San Diego. 

Although the odds were long, Padres fans kept the faith as they turned out in record numbers for games 
3 and 4 at Qualcomm Stadium. Sterling Hitchcock and David Cone matched each other pitch-for-pitch in Game 
3 until the 6th, when San Diego busted through in a scoreless game. An RBI single by Tony Gwynn and a 
subsequent throwing error gave the Padres a 2-0 lead. Ken Caminiti lifted a sacrifice fly 2 batters later, and the 
Padres led 3-0. But again, back came the Yankees with 2 in the 7th and 3 in the 8th on a back-breaking 3-run 
homer off the bat of eventual World Series MVP Scott Brosius. The Padres closed to within 5-4 in the 8th and 
had the tying and winning men on in the the 9th before Mariano Rivera put out the fire and left the Yankees on 
the brink of the world championship. 


In front of the largest crowd to ever see a baseball game in San Diego--65,427--the Padres and Yankees 
were scoreless in Game 4 until the 6th, when New York broke through against Kevin Brown on an RBI 
groundout by Bernie Williams. An inning later, the Yanks extended the lead on an RBI single by Brosius and 
a sac fly off the bat of Ricky Ledee. Rivera worked out of a bases-loaded jam in the 8th and shut down the 
Padres in the 9th, as the Yankees closed out their 24th World Series championship. 


GREAT '98 AT THE Q 


Qualcomm Stadium in 1998 earned the distinction of being the first stadium in 
history to host a World Series and a Super Bowl in the same calendar year. 
The Padres hosted the Yankees for Games 3 and 4 of the '98 Fall Classic after 
the Broncos topped the Packers in Super Bowl! XXXII in Mission Valley in 
January. The OQ has played host to a pair of World Series (1984 and 1998) and 
a pair of Super Bowls (1988 and 1998). Only three other stadiums have hosted 
both events even once: the Los Angeles Coliseum (the World Series in 1959 
and Super Bowls in 1967 and 1973), the Metrodome in Minneapolis (the World 


Series in 1987 and 1991 and the Super Bowl in 1992) and Pro Player Stadium 
in Miami (the World Series in 1997 and Super Bowls in 1989, 1995 and 1999).

The Padres return to San Diego’s premier news and information station, KOGO Radio (600 AM), in 2001. 
The most-listened to radio station in San Diego in 2000, KOGO had been the home of the Padres for the 
franchise's first 10 National League seasons from 1969 through 1978 after broadcasting Padres’ games during 
San Diego’s final Pacific Coast League seasons. The club and KOGO renewed their partnership in 2000. Jerry 
Coleman and Ted Leitner call the action, their 21st consecutive season together. 


JERRY COLEMAN 


JERRY COLEMAN enters his 29th season as the voice of the Padres in 2001, still 
stirring fans with his patented “Oh Doctor!” and “Hang a Star” calls, trademarks of 
Padres broadcasts. In 1999, celebrating 50 years in baseball, Coleman was honored 
by the Padres who retired a jersey in his honor, which hangs in the light ring above 
left field. Coleman's distinguished broadcasting career includes stops with the Yan- 
kees and California Angels, as well as 22 seasons calling the CBS Radio Network's 
Game of the Week. Coleman, who left the broadcast booth in 1980 to become the 
Padres’ field manager for one season, played on six World Series clubs in nine 
seasons (1949-57) with the New York Yankees, a key member of the greatest dynasty 
in baseball history. The second baseman made his big league debut in 1949, 
earning Associated Press Rookie of the Year honors after batting .275 with two home 
runs, 42 RBI and eight stolen bases. The following season, Coleman was an Ameri- 
can League All-Star and the World Series Most Valuable Player, as the Yanks swept the Phillies in four straight 
games, He posted career highs in virtually every offensive category in 1950, including a .287 batting average, 
six homers and 69 RBI. In the World Series, Jerry hit .286 (4-for-14) and drove in or scored 5 of the 10 runs 
New York managed in outscoring Philadelphia 10-5 in the four consecutive pitchers duels. Coleman, whose 
playing career was interrupted twice when he was called upon to serve the United States as a Marine pilot in 
World War Il and Korea, retired with a lifetime .263 average, 16 homers and 217 RBI in 723 games. His 
distinguished military service record includes 120 missions and two Distinguished Flying Crosses, 13 Air 
Medals and three Navy Citations. Coleman, his wife Maggie and their daughter Chelsea reside in La Jolla. 


TED LEITNER 


TED LEITNER enters his 22nd season behind the mike for "My Padres" in 2001, his 
28th year as San Diego's busiest and most respected broadcaster. The sports direc- 
tor for KFMB-TV (Channel 8), Leitner also hosts a popular morning talk show on 
KFMB Radio, serves as sports anchor on KFMB-TV and handles the play-by-play for 
the National Football League's San Diego Chargers. Leitner’s play-by-play credits 
also include the NFL's Philadelphia Eagles, the National Basketball Association's 
Clippers, the University of Oklahoma, the University of Connecticut and San Diego 
State University Aztecs football and basketball. His broadcast career includes stays 
in Oklahoma City, Hartford and Philadelphia. A graduate of Oklahoma State, Leitner 
attended graduate school at the University of Oklahoma in Norman. Ted has five 
sons: twins Nicholas and Ryan as well as Mark, Matthew and Jordan.

Proctor spent 12 years as the TV voice of the Baltimore Orioles, before coming 
to San Diego for the 1997 season. Since making the move west, Proctor has also 
done play-by-play for San Diego State University football and basketball on Channel 
4. Mel began his career calling the action for the Padres’ Triple-A affiliate in Hawaii 
from 1973-78. In 1978, he began a five-year stint as WTOP Radio's voice of the 
National Basketball Association's Washington Bullets. In 1980 and ‘81, he did 
television and radio play-by-play for the Texas Rangers. Proctor was the voice of the 
NBA's New Jersey Nets in 1983-84 and 1984-85, while also calling the Mutual 
Broadcast Network's NFL Game of the Week. The Denver native has broadcast the 
NFL on NBC and college basketball for CBS, including the NCAA Tournament (1991- 
93). Proctor's college football work includes the Rose, Sugar and Fiesta bowls. Also 
the TV play-by-play man for the Washington Bullets from 1985-97, Proctor is a three-time Maryland Broad- 
caster of the Year. He also moonlighted as an actor with a recurring role as reporter Grant Bessor on NBC's 
Homicide: Life on the Streets. In 2000, Mel made a guest appearances on CBS’ The Young and the Restless 
and ABC's Sportsnight. He also appeared in Hawaii 5-0, the Kennedy mini-series and on the big screen in D.C. 
Cab. Proctor is the author of The Official Fan's Guide to The Fugitive. Mel and his wife Julie have 2 children, 
19-year-old son Bill and 17-year-old daughter Maile. 


MARK GRANT, who pitched for the Padres from 1987-90, returns to Channel 4 
Padres for a fifth season as an analyst for approximately 100 games. Near the end 
of a 15-year pro career, which included eight seasons in the majors with the Giants, 
Padres, Braves, Mariners, Astros and Rockies, Grant began his broadcasting career 
at KFMB Radio in 1994 as a sports anchor and talk show host. Upon retiring from 
baseball in 1995, “Mud” provided analysis on Prime Sports’ Padres broadcasts. 
Grant joined Channel 4 Padres upon its inception in 1997. The righthander, who 
went 8-2 with a 3.33 ERA for the '89 Padres, was selected by the Giants with the 10th 
pick in the first round of the 1981 Draft out of Joliet (IL) Catholic High School. He 
posted a 22-32 record and a 4.31 ERA in 233 career big league games. Mark and his 
wife Mary have two sons: Andrew (7/18/94) and Aidan (11/21/97) and a daughter 
Alexis (7/26/99). They reside in Alpine. 


RICK SUTCLIFFE wil! serve as primary analyst on approximately 40 Channel 4 
Padres telecasts in 2001. Sutcliffe, who provided analysis of the last three post- 
seasons for ESPN and ESPN Radio, will appear throughout the 2001 season as a 
color commentator on ESPN broadcasts of Major League Baseball and in-studio as 
an analyst on ESPN’s Baseball Tonight. Sutcliffe made his broadcasting debut on a 
limited number of 1996 Padres games on Prime Sports, and brings more than 16 
years of major league experience to the booth. The former National League Rookie 
of the Year and Cy Young Award winner, a three-time All-Star, won 171 games for the 
Dodgers, Indians, Cubs, Orioles and Cardinals from 1979-94. He was the 1979 N.L. 
Rookie of the Year, posting a 17-10 record and a 3.46 ERA for the Dodgers. The 
righthander enjoyed his finest hour in 1984 when, after an early-season trade from 
Cleveland, he led the Cubs to the N.L. East title with a 16-1 record and a 2.69 ERA on 
his way to the Cy Young Award. Sutcliffe worked seven innings of two-hit shutout ball and added two hits, 
including a home run, in the Cubs' victory over San Diego in game one of the '84 National League Champion- 
ship Series, which the Padres went on to win to claim the first N.L. pennant in franchise history.

BOB CHANDLER returns for his 30th season as a member of the Padres’ radio-TV 
broadcast team in 2001. Chandler will again be a part of Padres radio broadcasts on 
KOGO in addition to contributing on Channel 4 Padres. The San Diego broadcasting 
veteran has been a member of the Padres family since 1972. In addition to his radio 
and television work, he also served as the club's Public Relations Director from 
1978-83. A native San Diegan, Chandler has done it all in radio and television, from 
hosting a talk show to operating a camera. He has also served as the play-by-play 
voice of the National Football League's Chargers, the National Basketball 
Association's Rockets as well as for San Diego State Aztecs basketball and football. 
Chandler graduated from San Diego State University with a degree in Radio and 
Television. He has four daughters, Bonnie, Robin, Lisa and Jill as well as four 
grandchildren: Caitlin, Ryan, Lindsey and Dustin. Bob resides in Tierrasanta. 


JANE MITCHELL 


JANE MITCHELL, an Emmy award-winning reporter and producer, is the primary 
feature reporter for Channel 4 Padres. The co-host of the Prime Time Padres pre- 
game show and lead reporter for Padres Magazine, Jane also produces and anchors 
One on One with Jane Mitchell, an up-close-and-personal interview program profil- 
ing members of the Padres family. Jane’s 1999 One on One featuring Jim Leyritz 
won a Golden Mike for Sports Reporting. Her 1997 One on One featuring Tony 
Gwynn received a national CableACE award, and the One on One series has been 
recognized twice by the New York Festival's International Television Programming 
and Promotion competition, where she was one of a dozen finalists worldwide in the 
Biography/Profiles series category. A San Diego native, Jane graduated with a 
political science degree from UCSD in 1985 and earned a masters degree from 
Northwestern University's Medill School of Journalism in 1986. After beginning her 
television news reporting career in Wichita Falls, TX and Tulsa, OK, Jane returned to San Diego as a producer 
and reporter at KNSD-TV from 1992-96. In April, 1996, she joined Cox Communications to produce and report 
for a 14-day channel that ran during the '96 Republican National Convention in San Diego. She joined 
Channel 4 San Diego upon the channel's inception in 1997. 


DENNIS MORGIGNO, who has worked with Channel 4 since it was in the develop- 
mental stage, will again be actively involved with Padres broadcasts in 2001. The 
executive producer of the Prime Time Padres pre-game show, Dennis also anchors 
much of the station's special Padres coverage, including Spring Training, regular 
season and post-season programming.

Previously, he co-hosted coverage for Chan- 
nel 4 Super Bowl. Prior to the formal launch of Channel 4 San Diego, Morgigno 
played instrumental roles in developing and anchoring The Cox Convention Connexion 
coverage during the Republican National Convention. Raised in California’s Central 
Valley, Morgigno has worked his entire career in California and brings to Channel 4 expertise as both an on- 
camera talent and off-camera producer. Morgigno has been a TV news anchor in Fresno, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. As a producer, Morgigno built and managed the Media Centers for the America’s Cup events in San 
Diego in 1988, 1991 and 1992. Following the 1992 America's Cup, he traveled to Barcelona, Spain, site of the 
1992 Summer Olympics, to produce a travel book for English-speaking visitors to the Olympic Games.

KURS Radio-AM 1040 anchors the San Diego Padres' Spanish-language radio network, which for the third 
consecutive season in 2001 reaches fans across northern Baja California in unprecedented fashion. Network 
affiliates XEBG-AM 1550 in Tijuana, XEDX-AM 1010 in Ensenada, XEKT-AM 1390 in Tecate and XEWV-AM 940 
in Mexicali will join KURS to bring every pitch of every regular season, Spring Training and post-season 
contest to Spanish-speaking Padres fans across southern California and northern Baja with Eduardo Ortega 
returning for a 10th consecutive season to call all of the action. 

For the second consecutive season, every Padres game that is televised north of the border will also been 
seen south of the border thanks to Cablemas and Televisa. All Monday-Friday TV games will be televised in 
Tijuana on Cablemas, while Televisa will show all Saturday and Sunday Padres TV games. 


EDUARDO ORTEGA brings his one-of-a-kind charisma and flair to Padres Spanish 
radio and television broadcasts for the 14th season in 2001. Beloved by fans on both 
sides of the border, Eduardo's credentials include a stint calling Padres road games 
from 1987-1990, a season as the voice of the San Francisco Giants in 1991, four 
years as play-by-play man for the Tijuana Potros of the Mexican Pacific League and 
the last 10 seasons as the lead play-by-play voice of the Padres. Since 1993 Ortega 
has broadcast the playoffs and World Series for CBS Radio's Hispanic Network and 
Cadena Latina, and in 2000 he was broadcast the All-Star Game, bringing the action 
to millions of baseball fans across Latin America. Eduardo narrated “Una Temporada 
de Heroes,” the Spanish-language highlight video recounting the Padres’ 1998 Na- 
tional League championship season. Following the last four seasons, Eduardo handled 
the play-by-play for Galavision's worldwide telecast of the Carribean World Series. 
In 1995, Eduardo joined the Padres front office staff on a year-round basis, assisting in sales and public 
relations. He was named Sports Ambassador of Tijuana by Mayor Jose Guadalupe Osuna Millan in Novem- 
ber of 1998, and was honored as 1997 Sportscaster of the Year by the Sportswriters Association of Tijuana. 


RENE MORA, sports director at 1040-AM, KURS Radio, returns for a third season as 
part of the Padres Spanish-language broadcast team in 2001. Mora, who for the last 
10 years has also served as a KURS disc jockey and as sports editor of Baja California 
and California Weekly newspapers, hosts a daily afternoon sports talk show on KURS. 
A native of Tijuana, Rene has for many years worked closely with the city's Municipal 
Baseball League and serves as Director of International Relations for the Tijuana 
Sportswriters Circle. 


JUAN ANGEL AVILA 


JUAN ANGEL AVILA returns to handle the play-by-play on Cablemas’ Padres tele- 
casts in 2001, his fourth consecutive season in the Padres broadcast booth. Prior to 
joining the Padres broadcast team in 1998, he served as Sports Director at Channel 
33, Telemundo, in Tijuana from 1995-98. He began his broadcasting career as the 
play-by-play voice of the Venados de Mazatlan of the Mexican Pacific League from 
1992-95 in his native Mazatlan, Sinaloa. Juan returned to Mazatlan to broadcast the 
winter league schedule in 1998 and 1999. He announced the Caribbean Series in 
1993, 1994 and 1995. Juan, who was a nationally acclaimed baseball and basketball 
player while growing up in Sinaloa, resides in Tijuana with his wife Erica and daughter 
Airam, who was born last May 2. 
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CREDENTIALS: Media credentials shall be issued to working members of the media only and are non-transfer- 
able. Any unauthorized use of a credential shall result in confiscation of the credential and ejection from Qualcomm 
Stadium. 


Subject to space availability, credentials will be issued to recognized newspapers, magazines, television 
stations and radio stations making reasonable requests via fax or mail on company letterhead at least a day in 
advance of any game to be covered. Credentials may be picked up at Gate H beginning four hours before game time. 


The Padres shall issue full-season credentials to those media members who will cover the club on a regular 
basis throughout the season. Credentials will be issued on a game-by-game basis to members of the media who 
expect to cover the team periodically throughout the season. 


Credentials provide access to areas of Qualcomm Stadium designated on each individual pass. 


STADIUM ACCESS: All full-season and single-game media credential holders should enter Qualcomm Stadium 
through the press gate, Gate H. The press gate opens daily four hours prior to game time. 


PARKING: Media parking is available in the G-1 section of the Qualcomm Stadium parking lot, conveniently 
located near the press gate. Media credentials issued by the Padres, Major League Baseball or the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America may be shown at the main stadium entrance for complimentary admission to the parking lot. 


CLUBHOUSE ACCESS: The Padres’ clubhouse opens to working media four hours before game time and 
remains open until the start of batting practice. The clubhouse is again open from the end of batting practice until 
45 minutes before the first pitch. No still or television photographers shall be granted pre-game clubhouse access. 
Following all games, the clubhouse opens no more than 10 minutes after the final out. 


The Padres clubhouse is not open to the media during rain delays or between games of doubleheaders; 
however, all efforts will be made to make the manager and key players available to the media outside the clubhouse 
between games of doubleheaders. 


The Padres clubhouse may be closed at any time at the discretion of manager Bruce Bochy or a club media 
relations representative, 


Access to the visiting clubhouse shall be regulated by the visiting club. 
As per Major League Baseball guidelines, the umpires’ dressing room is off-limits to the media. 


FIELD ACCESS: Members of the media whose credentials provide for field access are asked to be respectful of 
players and coaches who are preparing for a game and, for their own safety, to remain in foul territory, between first 
and third base at all times. Unless conducting an interview, members of the media are asked to refrain from sitting 
in the dugouts during batting practice. No one under the age of 18 is permitted on the field, and personal 
photographs and autographs are expressly prohibited. 


PRESS BOX: The Qualcomm Stadium press box is located on level 2A. To access the press box from the press 
gate, take elevator 4 to the 2A level. From the field or clubhouse, take elevator 3 or 4. The main press elevator is 
number 4, which is closest to the Padres clubhouse. Elevator 3 is closest to the visiting clubhouse. 


Press box seating is available to accredited members of the working media on assignment only. Credentialed 
members of the media without an assigned press box seat may sit at any unassigned location in the top two rows of 
the press box. The Padres ask for your cooperation in maintaining a professional working environment. Cheering 
in the press box shall result in credential revocation and ejection from the stadium. 


MEDIA DINING: Analacarte menu is available to all credentialed members of the media from two hours before 
game time through the end of the first inning. Complimentary hot and cold beverages and light snacks will be 
provided throughout the game. 


GAME INFORMATION: Statistics and Game Notes for both clubs will be made available in the press box at least 
two hours prior to game time. Starting lineups will be distributed as soon as they are available from both teams. 
Following the game, post-game notes, official boxscores, play-by-play reports and updated statistics will be made 
available approximately 10 minutes after the final out. 


PHOTOGRAPHY: Photo credentials will be issued in the same manner as working media passes. Due to the 
limited number of photo locations, however, the Padres recommend that requests be submitted as early as possible. 
All photographers must remain in designated photo locations adjacent to the dugouts at all times. 


YELEPNONES: As a courtesy, the Padres supply a limited number of credit-card telephones that may be shared 
by members of the working media during and after all games. To order a dedicated phone line at a specific press box 
location, please call Gary Brashear at San Diego Sports Communications at (619) 281-1500.

A 
veteran of 16 years in amateur scouting with the White Sox, Athletics, Yankees and 
Rockies, Gayton spent the last five seasons with Colorado, as Midwest Cross-Checker in 
1996 and 1997 and as National Cross-Checker from 1998-2000. After playing two minor 
league seasons in the White Sox organization (1981-82), Gayton began his scouting 
career with Chicago in 1984-85. He served the Athletics as an area scout from 1985-93 
before being promoted to Midwest Cross-Checker in 1994, when he scouted and signed 
1998 American League Rookie of the Year Ben Grieve, one of 11 future major leaguers he scouted and signed 
during his tenure in Oakland. Gayton served as Midwest Cross-Checker with the Yankees in 1995 before 
moving on to the Rockies. 


PRISCILLA OPPENHEIMER 
Director of Minor League Operations 


Priscilla Oppenheimer, who runs the day-to-day operation of the Padres minor league 
system, was named Director of Minor League Operations on January 9, 1996. Priscilla 
joined the Padres front office staff in 1983 as a secretary to the scouting director.

TONY FRANKLIN — INFIELD INSTRUCTOR 


Tony Franklin enters his 6th season as the Padres' minor league infield instructor. The Los Angeles resident, who 
in 1997 received the Jack Krol Award for Outstanding Minor League instruction in the Padres organization, previ- 
ously spent 7 seasons as a minor league manager and instructor with the White Sox. He was the organization's minor 
league infield coordinator in 1994-95 after leading Single-A South Bend to the Midwest League crown in 1993. Tony 
managed Single-A Sarasota from 1989-90 and Double-A Birmingham from 1991-92. Franklin managed in the Cubs 
chain from 1982-1988, including 4 seasons at Geneva of the New York-Penn League. He served as a coach and scout 
for the Orioles from 1979-1981.

Vancouver, WA native Rick Sweet, who grew up watching the old PCL Portland Beavers play, will manage the 
Beavers in their 2001 return to the PCL. A veteran of 13 seasons as a minor league manager, the 48-year-old 
Sweet spent the last 2 seasons as Minor League Field Coordinator for the Expos and took over the managerial 
duties of their Triple-A Ottawa affiliate at mid-season in 2000.

TRACY WOODSON, MANAGER 


Tracy Woodson will guide the Double-A Mobile BayBears in 2001 after spending the last three seasons as a 
Single-A manager in the Pirates chain. The 38-year-old, who played 13 professional seasons, retired following 
the 1996 campaign.

After guiding Fort Wayne to a 72-65 record in his 2000 managerial debut and sharing the Jack Krol Award for 
excellence in player development in the Padres chain with Darren Balsley, Craig Colbert takes the reins at 
Single-A Lake Elsinore in 2001. Colbert concluded a 13-year playing career as a player-coach with the Padres’ 
Triple-A club in Las Vegas in 1998 and coached at Vegas in 1999. The 35-year-old played in the Giants, 
Marlins and Padres organizations from 1986-98, including 72 games in the major leagues with San Francisco 
in 1992-93.

In 
all, the 44-year-old Lawless spent 5 seasons coaching in the Angels’ chain, including a 2-year stint as the 
organizations minor league baserunning instructor (1992-1993). Lawless batted .207 in 8 major league 
seasons with Cincinnati, Montreal, St. Louis and Toronto. A 2-time World Series participant with the Cardinals 
in 1985 and 1987, Lawless is best remembered for his game-winning homer off Minnesota's Frank Viola in 
Game 4 of the 1987 World Series. On August 16, 1984, the utility infielder/outfielder was traded straight-up to 
Montreal for all-time hit-king Pete Rose. 


MIKE HARKEY, PITCHING COACH 


Mike Harkey, who began his coaching career as pitching coach at Single-A Rancho Cucamonga in 2000, will 
serve in the same capacity at Fort Wayne this season. The righthander pitched 11 professional seasons, 
including parts of 7 years in the major leagues with the Cubs, Rockies, Athletics, Angels and Dodgers before 
retiring prior to the 1999 season. Chicago's first pick (4th overall) out of Cal State-Fullerton in 1987, the 34- 
year-old went 36-36 with a 4.49 ERA in 131 big league games. He enjoyed his finest season for the Cubs in 
1990, when he went 12-6 with a 3.26 ERA in 27 starts in his first full major league season to earn Sporting News 
National League Rookie of the Year honors. Born in San Diego, Harkey was drafted by the Padres in the 18th 
round in 1984 following his graduation from Ganesha High School in Pomona, CA, but he opted to attend Cal 
State-Fullerton, where he earned 3rd-team All-American honors as a junior. Mike and his wife Nicole reside 
in Chino Hills, CA with sons Michael Jr., 12, and Cory, 10. 


TOM TORNINCASA, COACH 


Tom Tornincasa will coach at Fort Wayne in 2001 after joining the Padres organization as a coach in the 
Arizona Rookie League last season. The 45-year-old native of Chicago spent the previous 2 seasons as a 
coach in the Independent Frontier League, with league champion Springfield (IL) in 1998 and Johnstown (PA) 
in 1999. A graduate of George Washington High School in Chicago, Tornincasa played shortstop collegiately 
at Stanislaw (CA) State, appearing in the 1978 Division Ill World Series. He played professionally for 2 
seasons in Mexico and coached at the college level at Cal Baptist in Riverside, CA. Tony and his wife Marilyn 
reside in Crown Point, IN with their sons Tyren, 18, and Trent, 15, and daughter Tricia, 8.

Jeff Gardner makes his managerial debut at Eugene in 2001 after spending the last five-plus seasons as the 
Padres’ Advance Scout, responsible for compiling detailed scouting reports on upcoming San Diego oppo- 
nents. The 37-year-old Gardner spent parts of 4 seasons in the major leagues with the Mets (1991), Padres 
(1992-93) and Expos (1994), batting .246 with a home run and 26 RBI in 186 games. He enjoyed his most 
extensive playing time in 1993, when, as San Diego's regular second baseman, he appeared in 140 games 
and hit .262 with a homer and 24 RBI. A graduate of Estancia High School in Costa Mesa, CA, Jeff attended 
Orange Coast Junior College for two years before signing with the Mets as a non-drafted free agent. He spent 
seven years in the Mets organization before being dealt to the Padres following the 1991 campaign. After two 
years with the Padres, he concluded his career in Montreal in 1994.

DARRYL MILNE, PITCHING COACH 


A part-time Padres scout since 1984, Darryl Milne will serve as pitching coach at Idaho Falls for a 4th season 
in 2001. A Los Angeles native, Milne pitched in the Angels organization for 7 seasons (1961-67) after 
graduating from Van Nuys High School in 1961. At the conclusion of his professional playing career, Milne 
spent one year in the U.S. Navy before attending Cal State University-Sonoma, where he graduated in 1974.

He played 2 
seasons in Japan with the Kinetsu Buffaloes, hitting 46 home runs and driving in 139 runs in 224 games before 
retiring following the 1988 season. Ben attended Bronx Community College, Northeastern University and 
Wayne State University after graduating from Theodore Roosevelt High School in New York. He resides in 
Tempe, AZ with his wife Tammy, daughter Trianna (21) and son Ben Jr. (20).

The Padres will spend their eighth spring training in Peoria in 2001. The $32-million Peoria Sports Complex, 
located 20 miles northwest of downtown Phoenix, serves as spring home to both the Padres and Seattle 


Mariners. The complex can be reached by taking the Bell Road exit off I-17 north and heading west until 
reaching 77th Avenue. Turn left at 77th and turn right onto Paradise Lane. 


The state-of-the-art complex has separate practice facilities for both the Padres and Mariners. Each facility 
has six full fields with four diamonds laid out in a cloverleaf shape, as well as a half field for infield and 
baserunning drills and a covered area that houses four batting cages. Each organization has separate 
buildings for administrative offices, major league and minor league clubhouses), weight and training rooms 
and media workrooms. 


The stadium, located between the two camps, has permanent seating for 7,000 fans and grass seating in the 
outfield for an additional 3,000. In 1999, the Padres drew 104,975 in 15 Peoria home games, an average of 
6,998. Both are franchise records. On March 24, 1999, the Padres and Diamondbacks attracted a crowd of 
10,362, the most ever for a Padres home spring training game in Arizona. 


The Working Press Box at Peoria Stadium has space for 35 writers and five separate broadcast booths. 
Credit card telephones are available to media members in the Press Box. To reserve broadcast booth space, 
please contact the Padres Media Relations Department.

Constructed in 1967 at a cost of $27 million, 
The OQ also serves as the home of the Na- 
tional Football League's Chargers, the San 
Diego State University Aztecs football team 
and the Culligan Holiday Bowl. 

In addition to a variety of concerts, soc- 
cer matches and the annual C.I.F. high 
school football championships, Qualcomm 
Stadium has hosted a pair of World Series 
(1984 and 1998), the 1992 Major League 
Baseball All-Star Game as well as two Su- 
per Bowls (1988 and 1998) and the 1999

Originally called San Diego Stadium, the stadium was later named in honor of legendary San Diego sports 
writer Jack Murphy and maintained “The Murph" moniker until May 21, 1997, when it was officially re-named 
for San Diego-based Qualcomm, Inc., which contributed $18 million toward the $78 million Chargers stadium 
expansion and secured naming rights for 20 years.

The Padres will leave The Q in 2003, when they are scheduled to move into a new 
downtown ballpark that was approved by San Diego voters with a 60 percent mandate on November 4, 1998.

CONSECUTIVE GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive game hitting streak shall not be terminated if all the 
player's plate appearances (one or more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice 
bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE GAME PLAYING STREAK: Aconsecutive game playing streak shall be extended if the player plays 
one half-inning on defense or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE BATTING TITLE: A player must have a minimum of 502 plate appearances to qualify. 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE ERA TITLE: A pitcher must have at least 162 innings pitched to qualify. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR ROOKIE STATUS; Not more than 130 at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the majors during a 
previous season or seasons, nor more than 45 days on a major league roster during the 25-player limit (excluding 
time in military service or on the disabled list. 


SAVE RULE: A pitcher is credited with a save when he meets all three of the following conditions: 
1) He's the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club, and 
2) He's not the winning pitcher, and 
3) He qualifies under one of the following conditions: 


a) He enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitches for at least one inning, or 
b) He enters the game with the potential tying run either on base, at bat or on deck, or 
c) He pitches effectively for at least three innings. 


DAY/NIGHT GAME: Any game scheduled to start after 5 p.m. will be considered a night game. If a game is 
scheduled to start at or before 5 p.m. and is delayed by rain or for any other reason it shall still be considered a day 
game. However, both games of a twi-night doubleheader shall be considered night games. When afternoon and 
night games are played on the same day and separated admissions are charged, they will be counted as one day 
game and one night game and will not be considered as a doubleheader. 


REGULATION GAME: A regulation game consists of nine innings unless extended because of a tie score or 
shortened because: 


1) The home team needs none of its half of the ninth or only part of it; or 

2) Because the umpire-in-chief calls the game after five completed innings. 
A regulation game may be less than five innings if the home team is ahead after the top of the fifth, or takes the lead 
or ties the score while at bat in the fifth. 


THE GAME: A regulation game that is called by the umpire-in-chief when both teams have the same number of runs 
is a tie game. Individual player performances are official and are entered into the records, but the game does not 
count in the league standings and may be rescheduled at a later date. 


SUSPEMDED GAME: A game becomes a suspended game if it is terminated for any of the following reasons: 
1) A curfew imposed by law; 
2) A time limit permissible under league rules; 
3) Light failure or malfunction of a mechanical field device under control of the home club (including automatic 
tarpaulin or water removal equipment); 
4) Darkness because of any law, the lights may not be turned on. No game called because of a curfew or a time 
limit shall be a suspended game unless it has progressed far enough to be a regulation game. 


A game called under provision 3 or 4 shall be a suspended game at any time after it starts. Since 1980, if weather 
forces the termination of a legal game, while an inning is in progress, it will become a suspended game if either of 
the following two conditions exists: 

1) The visiting team has scored one or more runs to tie the game and the home team has not scored, or 
2) The visiting team has scored one or more runs to take the lead and the home team has not tied the score or 
taken the lead. 

If a legal game is tied when it is called because of weather and neither situation listed above prevails, it is a tie game 
and must be replayed in its entirety. 


Suspended games shall be resumed at the exact point of suspension of the original game. If possible, it shall be 
resumed immediately preceeding the next scheduled single game between the two clubs on the same ground. 


A game called at the END of a completed inning AFTER NINE INNINGS for any reason shall be a SUSPENDED game. 


This rule became effective in 1969. Formerly, the game would have been declared a tie and replayed in its entirety at 
a later date.
